THE SECRET SERVICE. 
Wasnuureton, D. C., Dec. 1.—Assistant Sec- 
retary McCormick, Gen. Greene B. Raum, and 
Solicitor Raynor, of the Treasury Department 
Commission, who were appointed by Secretary 
Sherman to investigate the operations of the 
Secret Service Division, will make their report 
immediately.

Secretary Sherman makes public bis reply to 
Colgate & Sons, of New York, who offered to 
purchase $150,000 of the 4 per cent bonds if the 
Secretary would receive in payment silyer bui- 
lion to an amount sufficient to coin 150,000 
silver dollars containing in 
grains standard _ silver. 
says: “| am authorized to issue 
these bonds only at par for coin, and as gold 
coin is only authorized by law, 1 can only re- 
ceive gold coin. This department has sold, 
within six months, over $75,000,000 of these 
bonds at par for goldcoin. With $150,000 of 
bonds, or gold coin, I can now buy silver enough 
to coin 168,830 silver dollars. You offer, or, to 
state it differently, you can buy with $137,337 of 
gold coin, enough silver dollars to pay, as you 
propose, for $150,000 4-per-cent bonds, and 
thus, as an experienced broker, cap make a 
handsome profit of $12,668. It is true, you offer 
to take silver dollars for your interest; but I do 
not see how this helps the Government, unless 
it makes this a pretext to pay silver dollars to 
those who paid gold for t bonds; but you 
would hardly think this fair or honest. The 
Government might find this expedient to pay 
the cheaper dollar so convenient that it might 
think it better to —— the Latin ratio of 15% 
of silver to one of gold, and coin a dollar of 400 
grains, with which to pay you. I know you 
would not think this fair or honest, or do you 
think a subsidiary dollar, containing 355 ns, 
is good enough to payabondholder? This, | 
am sure, you would hot think fair or honest. I 
must, therefore, respectfully decline your offer, 
and ask you to pay gold coinas others have done.

There are some causes Which ill 
tuck pursues. That of the Cabinet is of the 
number. It’ would have been difficult to find 
among the Right a less popular, less serious, less 
authoritative defender of the Ministry. M. 
Baragnon did not belong to the last Chamber. 
He was in the National Assembly, and be made 
himself a kind of specialty for ascending the 
tribune in moments of great embarrassment, 
and extricating Cabinets, not by discussing the 
question, but by making some diversion. This 
specialty had acquired for him the sobriquet of 
‘Terre Neuve,” and, by dint of having been 
made ** Terre Neuve,’’ h¢ got himself lifted into 
an Under Secretarvship of State in the Interior, 
under M. de Broglie, and on the sy ~ > de 

lie into a similar post in the Ministry 
ros Justice, under M. Depeyre. The 
last elections sent him back to the Chamber, 
where he bas just resumed his favorite occupa- 
tion, and it was he who opened the combat y 
replying in his strong Southern accent to M.

[Vociferous applause from the Right. | 
he last word of this speech, the ultima ratio 
ofAbe Right, points to its meaning.

M. Jules Peep who said he had listened to

nation, declared the retention of office by the 
Cabinet an insult to the country and an outrage 
on common sense. Nothing had remained for 
it to do but to tura to France, on which it had 
pressed its heel for six month¢, and say, ‘‘ [tis 
you who are the oppressor.” e Cabinet was 
a plagiarist of the Empire; but the Empire 
addressed an enslaved country, whereas the 
present Ministry addressed a free Chamber 
and country, which comprehended the disgrace 
of the official condidat® system. {[t would be 
an insult to the Republicans to defend them 
against the grotesque imputation of coercing 
the electors. It was their glory to haye been 
excluded, even the most moderate of onaps | 
from an official list of candidates, the success 0 
which would have substituted M. Rouher for 
the Duc de Broglie. The adversaries of the 
Republicans were implacable enemies of De- 
mocracy and universal suffrage, and their do- 
mestic annoyances could only iead France into 
a position unparalleled since Sedan. There 
could only be a Republican “a: or a Cleri- 
cal and Monarchist majority. ‘The latter would 
entitle the foreigner to consider his interests 
menaced. Germany and italy, if, indeed, they 
had not concluded an alliance against sucha 
result, had certainly provided against a Cierical 
victory. f 

Here the Duc Decazes protested against such 
an assertion; but M. Ferry adhered to it, and 
he proceeded to justify the proposed investica- 
tion, observing that the Times had described it 
as conceived in a strictly parliamentary spirit. 

M. Jolibois (Bonapartist) reminded him that 
in England the House of Commons did not de- 
cide contested elections; but M. Ferry. replied 
that this did not affect the right of investiga- 
tion. He denied the force of M. de Fourtou’s 
precedents, remarking that they enly showed 
the difference between a regular Government 
and a Government of adventure; and hetwitted 
the Right, particularly M. de Broglie and M. 
Baragvon, with having formerly condemned the 
system of official can tes. He denied, more- 
over, that the 4th of September practiced it in 
1871, for it had virtually fallen before the 
elections. There were merely Prefectoral can- 
didates, and allowance must be made for the 
then state of France, The present Cabinet hai 
gone to the verge of declaring a state of sieg:, 
and, by directing prosecutions for false news as 
to foreign alliances, had shackled electoral com - 
munication. 

Here tne Duc de Broglie, interposing, said 
they had simply prevented criminal acts; on 
which M. Ferry rejoined that to assert that 
the Monarchy would lead to war had 
been treated as punishable. The white- 
paper placards of official candidates he 
denounced as utterly unconstitutional; and, al- 
luding probably to a recent statement by the 
Moniteur that the Duc de Broglie was outvoted 
on this point by his colleagues; he remarked 
that the Right sought to attenuate the impor- 
tance of the white placards, which were really 
tantamount toa plebiscite, with this difference, 
that the plebiscite wag adverse—it was not sub- 
mitted to. From this to the factious language 
put in the mouth of the Head of the State there 
was only one step, aud that step was taken. 

Here a storm arose at M. Ferry’s use of the 
word *‘factious’’; and, at the suggestivn of the 
President, he substituted the word ‘** unconsti- 
tutional.” He then as to the theory of 
the Chamber being in minority against the 
Marshal and the Senate, and re arked that the 
Chamber could not seizé the Cabinet by the 
collar and fling it out; yet, if it remained 
on its bench only to undergo daily hu- 
miliations and rebuffs, it was a Ministry, 
but not a Government. After ridiculing the 
evice, and declar- 
ing that the country woul 
Dictatorsbip had it sulmitted to the preten- 
sions of the Government, he denounced a sec- 
ond dissolution as a veiled coun d’etat, and af- 
firmed that France would not tolerate it, for 
she was sovereign, and for six years had main- 
tained an admirable attitude. 

Here the Right murmured, on which the 
President reminded thein that it was da reflec- 
tion on the nation to dispute M. Ferry’s tribute 
to it. 

M. F adding that the democracy, from 
being revolutionary, had become political, and 
looked only to universal suffrage. 

. Laroche Joubert (Bonapartist) remarked, 
“What about the Commune ?’’—a question which 
the President declared to be, in that connection, 
insulting to the pation. . 

After applauding France for its forbearance 
under infringements of its liberties and in 
an economical situation, which, if it lasted a 
few weeks lonver, would throw thousands out 
of work, M. Ferry concluded by saying’ 

‘The attitude‘of the French democracy has 
ealled forth the admiration of England; but 
when expecting at last to reap the fruits of its 
patience, it is told that its verdict stands for 
nothing. Take care; there is blood in its veins. 
If it is rebelled against, and threatened with a 
second dissolution, not the Constitution mere- 
ly, but the public peace, the country itself, will 
be endangered. If there are men who, to main- 
tain themeelves in office and their coterie in 
places are capable of staking the fate of France, 
let them be denounced to history, if, indeed, 
they can eseape the justice of their contem- 
poraries.”’ 

M. Spuller then ascended the tribune to de- 
nounce an assertion made by M. Mitchell dur- 
ing M. Ferry’s speech that an. article in a for- 
eign paper, which he had cited, as to Italo-Ger- 
man relations, emanated from a contributor-to 
the Republique Francaise. This, he said, was a 
calumny worthy of the semi-official press. 

Something of a scene ensued. 

M. Mitcheli—If it is a calumny—— 

M. Allain Targe—I forbid you to doubt it. 

M. Mitchell—I do doubt it, notwithstanding 
your assertion. 

M. Allain Targe—You have lied. 

The President—I call M. Allain Targe to .or- 


der. 

M. Mitchell—My assertion rests on an official 
document, and nobody will believe the contra- 
diction. 

M. Gambetta—There is no communication be- 
tween the pins Francaise and foreign 
newspapers. That is a declaration I am bound 
to make for the dignity of the country. 

The President—Tnis painful incident would 
not have arisen but for M. Mitchell’s interrup- 
tion. [Uproar, during which M. Cuneo d’Ornano 
vociferated. 

The President—I beg M. Cuneo d’Ornano not 
to interrupt constantly, notwithstanding my 
warnings. 

The Chamber then adjourned till to-morrow, 
when the Vuc de Broglie will speak.

EUROPE’S GREAT FAIRs. 
New York Sun. 

As the facilities of commuuication are multi- 
the great annual gatherings which served 
to stimulate and concentrate trade are fast van- 
ishing from Europe. Most of the lively tem- 
porary bazaars Once held at Greenwich, Edmon- 
ton, Peterborough, and Charlton Green, and 
which reproduced the well-known features of 
« Bart’I’my Fair,” have been abolished by act of 
Parliament, while even in Ireland the bustle 
andgayety associated with the names of Donny- 
brook and Ballinasloe have passed into tra- 
ditions. On the Continent, however, some types 
of those half-festive, half-mercantile assem- 
blages survive, whose quaint or fantastic char- 
acters merit notice. The “Jahrmarkt,” or an- 
pual mart, in Germany, differs essentially from 
an English fair at the epoch when the latter 
flourished, and no less markedly from an Ital- 
jan carnival, or any other scene of boisterous 
esturnalia. A Jabrmarkt can hardly be called 
diverting, being nothing more than an ordinary 
market, held for the most part in the open air, 
with this distinction, indeed, that the prepond- 
erance in business, instead of attaching to sta- 
pie comestibles, belongs to articles of clothing, 
toys, cakes, pipes, and particulariv books, one 
of the most important of these periodical-marts 
being that at Leipsic, specifically known as a 
«book fair.” But, while these mectings seem 
sin their commercial aspects to our 
American trade sales, what is known as a Ger- 

carvival is sgmething very different. 
Take, for instance, the grotesque, rollicking 
festival which passes under that mame at Co-

oddities, not wanting, moreover, im a poetic ele- 
ment. Here you see promenaded through the 
ecreets a world of figures, allegorical and myth- 
ological, drawn in chariots or on wheeled 
thrones by horses strangely caparisoned, or by 
oxen and other animals tricked ont to simulate 
bears, tigers, lions, and other ferpcious, beas*s.

be Russians, too, are curiousiy fond of swings 
and revolving wooden hobby-horses. But the 
favorite national] diversion at such times is the 
“ice hill,” copies of which have from time 
totime had vogue in Western Europe under 
the name ot “Montagne Russe,’’ whiie a some- 
what analogous amusement is constantly prac- 
ticed in Canada. We need pot say that the 
“hill” is simply an inclined plane of no great 
height, made of boards and coated with ice, 
plunging down which a sled gains impetus 


‘enough to transport the rider across a wide 


level space and up an answering eminence. 

We bave said that the majority of the old 
market festivals haye been suppressed in the 
British Islands, but there is one notable excep- 
tion,—Fairlop Fair. This, as we now see it, is 


but a tame and mutilated sample of those 


nd musterings which fill so large a place in 
nglish ‘popular literature. Formerly it was 
mot only a busy mart for horses, sheep, and cat- 
tle, but combined all the blithe and stirring fea- 
tures of atime-honored merry meeting. The 
rural framework offered some resemblance to 
the surroundings of the famous Edmondton 
gathering, but here you met more Gypsies, a 
tribe of whom dwelt hard by in Epping forest, 
and furnished jockeys for the donkey races, 
which formed a conspicdous attraction.

Her husband is, unlike other Turkish lords of 
the creation, not allowed to possess any woman 
but her, whether as wife, concubine, or slave.

The discipline to 
which he is subjected is, in fact, so severe that, 
even should he find a pair of male slippers out- 
side the harem door, be must forbear the hus- 
band’s right recognized in most parts of the 
world, and immediately retire without any iil- 
judged inquiry into their ownership or raison 
d’etre,it being very properly assumed that a Sul- 
tana is at a social and moral altitude far above 
all possibility of indiscretion.

THE TRADES. 


Discussing the Project of Forming 
a Labor Union. 


The Friends of the “ Amalgamated Work- 
ingmen” Do Not Carry Their 
. ~ Point, 


A convention composed of delegates from 
different trades-unions of the city was held in 
the West Twelfth Street Turner Hal! last. even- 
ning for the purpose, as was stated, of consider- 
ing the proposition, now being agitated in the 
East, of organizing a Labor Union. 
There were about fifty present, the 
following unions being represented: Up- 
holsterers’, Cigarmakers’, Printers’, Stone- 
Cutters’, Clothing-Cutters’, ” Silver-gilders’, 
Coopers’, Molders’, Tailors’, Blacksmiths’ and 
Machinists’, Carpenters’, Furniture-workers’, 
Cabinet-makers’, Painters’, Brickmaker’s, Shoe- 
makers’, and Stair-builders’,. A. R. Parsons 
was elected Chairman, and J. W. Stone, Secre- 
tary. 

Mr. Parsons stated the object of assembling, 
and added that the intention was “‘ to increase 
wages by reducing the hours of labor.” The 
Union was to be taken hold of by the trades’ 
unions, the members of which were to see that 
every department of labor—street-sweepers, 
hod-carriers, porters, clerks, servants, those 
who had not trades as well as those who had— 
was made apart of theorganization. What was 
sougot was the amalgamation of ail workers. 
it was proposed also to have a beneficial and a 
sick fund. The movement was well under way 
in England and France, and had now a good 
foothold in America. 

Mr. Morgan thought thematter of a Labor 
Union could be deferred until another time. 
He favored the organization of 

A TRADES COUNCLL OR ASSEMBLY, 
and made a motion that the meeting proceed 
to form such Council. . 

Mr. Kavanaugh called attention to what was 
known asthe “ Amalgamated Workxingmen”— 
a secret organization, which, though it had been 
in existence but a short time, bad throughout 
the country about half a million of members— 
hand workers. It wasa good, substantial or- 
ganization. No one could be admitted unless 


he was vouched for and balloted for. 
Fourteen or fifteen trades-unions were 
represented in the bodies in this 
city, but they came to the meetings not 


as representatives of their unions but. as me- 
chanics. Fourteen could withdraw and form a 
Council of their own, and when five of these 
were established a District Council was organ- 
ized, and this body made the laws for its own 
jurisdiction. The Grand Council would meet in 
Reading, Pa., on the lst of January, and, from 
the outlook, it would be the grandest Labor 
Convention ever held m America. He hoped 
before action was taken toward the organization 
of another body in Chicago, they would con- 
sider the matter of uniting with the Amalga- 
mated Workingmen. 

Mr. Morgan thought Mr. Kavanaugh’s re- 
marks were foreign tothe subject under con- 
sideration. The delegates had been sent to the 
meeting to organize, so that they could work 
harmoniously together, and concentrate their 
strength. Uniting with the Amalgamated Work- 
ingmen was an individual matter. They could 
not join it as a body. 

Mr. Goldwater said he was among the first 
who broached the subject of a Council, and he 
favored it because nothing could be accom- 
plished without unity. The Council could con- 
sider the condition of a trade, and decide 
whether they should strike; and during the 
strike all the unions could aid them in securing 
a victory. , 

Mr. Kavanaugh remarked that the trouble 
had been that workmen scattered their strength 
in different organizations. By so doing they 
would never succeed. 

Mr. Rogers spoke in favor of a Council, as did 
Mr. Myers. 

. MR. SCHILLING 

did not believe in asecret central body. It 
was pecessary for the trades-unionsto hold 
their meetings with closed doors, in order that 
the bosses might not find out what was going 
on. He believed that coming out and decilar- 
ing what were the rights of labor was the only 
way to secure. success. [Applause.| Labor 
would not be in its present condition if 
people had a better knowledge of economic 
questions. In the central body these questions 
shouli be discussed openly, and information 
disseminated. Workingmen, as a rule, believed 
that in organization there was strength. That 
was true to a certain extent, but their strength 
had been badly utilized. Discussion should be 
had in order to find out the best mode of pro- 
cedure to obtain what they desired. 

Mr. Kerri¢an stated that he had received a 
letter from a friend who is working in the mines 
in Pennsylvania in reference to a secret organ- 
ization which he said was *“*‘ wonderful,” and 
ought to exist everywhere. A man was now 
traveling in the West to take in the trades- 
unions. 

D..M. Ponsebeck said that sixteen assemblies 
had recently been organized in St. Louis, and

traveling very fast. He hoped tne delegates 
would not establish another body. 

Mr. Kirby did not believe in a secret central 
body, and made a reference to the Molly 
Maguires.

Mr. wrence said the history of Labor 
Leagues in this country showed that there must 
be secrecy. Otherwise they would be controlled 
by politicians.

The latter are to be aided by 
nine others from each precinct, which will form 
the basis of the whole ward organization. The 
Chairman calls the meetings for such precinct 
and selects the ‘‘ foremen,” each one of whom 
chooses his assistants. These worthies call all 
the meetings together, when they want a ward 
mass-meeting, and tell the “‘unterrified’’ what 
they want. In that way ali the 
conventions can be nicely packed, provided, of 
porter sim that the Ward Chairmen are under good 
control.

It appears that the name 
of one Hurr, a Democratic gectleman with 
Republican coat-tails, had been recommend- 
ed by Senator Gorpon, who withdrew his in- 
fluence subsequently and turned it over to 
Frrzsmmons, a Democratic gentleman with no 
affinities whatever. On the vote the Republican 
Senators, with the exception of PatTErson, 
Conover, and Srantexy Marrsews, were 
solidly arrayed agaiust the confirmation, 
while the Democrats, aided by these three 
Republican votes, carried the appointee 
through with flying colors. All of which 
demonstrates that there are some things 
more * unsartin than white men.” 
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The sad news that the busy brain of 
Samvet Bowes has been overcome by pa- 
ralysis, and that his recovery is not to be 
hoped fér, brings near to its end the record 
of a great and useful life. ~Mr. Bowxzs will 
be missed by a much wider constituency 
than the small New England town where he 
was born, did his work, and now lies uncon- 
scious waiting forthe end. In the thirty- 
three years he has devoted to the Springfield 
Republican, Samvuzt Bowxes grew beyond 
Springfield, and even beyond New England, 
into a national position. He stood among 
the very first men of his profession, and 
needed only a larger place to be a larger, 
though not a better, man.. He made the 
Springfield Repudlican one of the best news- 
papers in the country, and by far the best 
newspaper in New England. No other paper 
in the United States so nearly reached its 
highest possible development as the 
Springfield tepublican, The character 
of Mr. Bow izes’ mind wa; critical, 
and at times he seemed almost cen- 
sorious. He had a broad, active brain, 
and an acquired knowledge of the details and 
general scope of his business, and of tife men 
and affairs of the nation, equaled only by 
the very greatest among his journalistic con- 
temporaries. He interpreted to the public 
the history of each day with an intelligence, 
keenness, and virtue that gave him a com- 
manding influence on public opinion. When 
once asked for the secret of his success he 
said that it was *‘a nose for news.” In the 
comparative treatment of news—that which 
shows its proportions ahd its relations to 
the past and present—he was unrivaled. His 
paper was one of the best-read and best- 
clipped exchanges that visit newspaper of- 
fices. Until 1872 Mr. Bowxzs was in the 
Republican party, though not always with 
it. Im that year be broke with his for- 
mer political friends and went into the 
GREELEY movement. He never returned 
to his former allegiance, but, having 
been independent in purty, remained inde- 
pendent out of it. With the exception of a 
brief interval, Mr. Bow zs has spent his life 
in Springfield. Boston tried to find a place 
for him and his. style of tewspaper, but, 
although several journals were consolidated 
and placed under his charge, the town proved 
too small. It has been said that newspaper 
men write their names in running water, but 
the high brain-power, virtue, and success 
with which Samvuzt Bowxes has done, his 
work will give him an enduring fame. Even 
if, for such a worker, the time may come 
when his name is forgotten, the impress he 
has made will be transmitted beyond his 
memory in the growth of the people. 


_ THE LAST OF THE COUNTY RING. 
The ruling passion is strong in death, and 
the County Ring, in its expiring hours, was 
true to its habit of plundering the public 
Treasury for the benefit of its favorites. 
Some innocent persons may have supposed 
that the retiring members wpuld seek to 
atone for past iniquity by affecting concern 
for the public welfare at the last moment, 
and to acquire a reputation for honesty by 
refusing to countenance some of the minor 
jobs ata time when the opportunities for 
big stealing were passing away from them 
forever. But the Ring remained true to its 
antecedents to the very last. Within a week, 
Sexton, the brick contractor, has been al- 
lowed an enormous bill cf extras ona con- 
tract under which he was already overpaid ; 
WALKER’s contract has been so amended as 
to make him an allowance of 50 per cent 
on his stone at the quarry, and 
also open loopholes for other invasions 
in the future; Lrzs’s outrageous bill of near- 
ly $25,000 for one month’s pay-roll was ap- 
proved to enable his clerks to pay off Lizp’s 
assessment for campaign purposes; the per 
diem of the Commissioners was fixed at the 
highest possible rate for pay, mileage, and 
expenses; thanks were mutually voted all 
around to Ring members and retainers; and 
the old Board drew its last breath unrepent- 
ant of its sins and defiant of public opinion. 
A fair example of the Ring’s effrontery 
may be found in Voting nearly $25,000 to 
Lis for one month's expenses, and refusing 
to vote $1,000 to Recorder Brocxsway for the 
extra work entailed in his office to keep up 
the abstract business, This extra allowance 


case out of mere spite. Brooxwar 
had refused to allow the Ring to dictate the 
appointment of his subordinates, and he had 
to suffer for it. On the other hand, in 
voting Lres nearly $25,000 for November, 
the Board allowed him for a single month 
about one-half of what the County Clerk's 
office ought to cost for the entire year. Men 
whose pay was nominally $4 were set down 
for $150 for the month; this would indicate 
that there are nearly forty

have prevented Lixs from taking out his 
assessments for his campaign expenses. 

These acts are hopefully the last of the 
Ring that has held the taxpayers of Cook 
County by the throat for the past two or 
three years. Five membersof the old Board 
now retire who always voted inthe interest 
of extravagance aiid jobbery. Five new 
men take their places, each one of whom is 
pledged in the most. solemn. manner to 
espouse thé interests of the taxpayers, and 
fight relentlessly any and every scheme of 
the old combination. Of the old members, 
at least three, and perhaps four, have held 
out inducements to believe that the public 
may depend upon them to co-operate with 
the new members, and thus provide a per- 
manent majority against the plunderers. It 
will not. require avery long time to deter- 
mine whether or not the public is doomed to 
disappointment in the new regime. The first 
evidence of good faith will appear in notable 
retrenchment in the County Clerk's office, 
in the general county expenses, and in the 
administration of the various public chari- 
ties. The new Board should also give its 
immediate attention to the Court-House 
building, familiarize itself with the various 
contracts, ascertain where savings can be 
made, how contractors can be restricted 
tothe terms of their contracts, how extras 
of all kinds can be avoided, and then proceed 
to such measures as may be necessary to the 
protection of the public. There is one step 
that should be takenwithout delay, and that 
is to order the discontinuance of work on the 
foundation of the county's half of the pro- 
posed dome. The city is not in a position 
now to agree upon the construction of this 
dome. It is a purely ornamental project at 
the best, the ultimate cost whereof cannot be 
approximately estimated. A great dome 350 
feet high may easily be made to cost a mill- 
ion of dollars before it can be completed. 
This will represent an annual expenditure of 
$70,000 in interest for the support of an 
ornament. The county and city might with 
equal propriety strike hands in these hard 
times to borrow an obelisk of the Khedive of 
Egypt at an annual rental of $70,000; the 
investment would not be more costly, and 
the ornament would be more novel and at- 
tractive. But the scheme is especially pre- 
posterous in view of the fact that only ones, 
half of the proposed dome will proceed, as 
the city cannot build its half; so work on 
the foundation of the dome should be sus- 
pended at once by order of the new Board. 


THE COUNTY CHARITIES. 

We print a letter this morning from Gen. 
Jutius Warre, who was the first President of 
the Board of Cook County Commissioners, 
in relation to the manner of obtaining, and 
the cost of, supplies for the' public charities 
of this county. He writes from an experi- 
ence of several years, and the new County 
Board will find that upon this subject they 
have much to learn, and that it embraces a 
wide field for reform in expenditures. 

The present practice is to invite proposals 
for the supply of all the county institutions, 
including the County Agent’s office, for one 
year. These contracts embrace coal, flour, 
bread, groceries, dry goods, clothing, meats, 
vegetables, hats, boots and shoes, and medi- 
cines, besides furniture of every description. 
In fact, the contracts include everything 
that may be .needed. The prices are 
fixed at the time of letting the contracts. 
The county officers make requisitions 
which’ the contractor fills, and the Board 
allows the bills and orders their payment. 
In this way the cost of maintaining the in- 
mates of the Alms-House and Insane Asylum 
has risen to an average of nearly $5 per 
week for each inmate. Even at this enor- 
mous cost there has been a time when the 
inmates were robbed of one-half of the 
supplies paid for by the public, and cheated 
in the quality of the other half. It has been 
suggested that the public interests would be 
promoted by having what is termed a Gen- 
eral Purchasing Agent, who should purchase 
everything needed for the county wherever 
he can purchase on the best terms. Gen. 
Waurre, however, thinks that it is best to ad- 
here to the contract system, but to provide 
the machinery for a rigid scrutiny of all 
requisitions, and of the quality and 
quantity of all goods delivered. When 
the County Board was first organ- 
ized, in .1871, it was in the hands 
of ‘men who really served the public, and all 
the county institutions wera put under the 
direction of a Commissioner of Charities, 
whose administration was not only success- 
ful, but so honest that the annual expendi- 
tures were largely @ut down, and the charity 
was liberal and appropriate. The advont of 
another class of men as Commissioners broke 
up this arrangement, and the office of County 
Agent is now ranked as more profitable than 
that of Secretary of the Treasury, while the 
other county offices are sought after for the 
profit they afford with the utmost energy 
and zeal. 

The County Board which will organize 
this week will have to grapple with this sub- 
ject, and they will have to treat it heroically. 
The present system, which is wasteful, ex- 
travagant, costly, and dishonest, is designed 
to make places of profit for friends of mem- 
bers of the Board, and to enrich the officers 
at the expense of the public. We have no 
question that under an honest administra- 
tion the expenditures for the Alms-House, 
Insane Asylum, and County Agent’s office 

may be reduced 40 per cent, with an im- 
provement of the service rendered. The 
County Hospital also falls within the list of 
loose, irresponsible, and, therefore, wasteful 
and extravagant, expenditures. 

This subject of public charity is one of 
thé most troublesome features of govern- 
ment. The care and support of the insane 
poor is an object which appeals to every’ hu- 
mane heart. No man objects to paying for 
the proper care and support of these helpless 
beings ; but it isone of the misfortunes of 
government that to support the insane poor 
involves the support of a legion of others, 
not insane, who consume the larger portion 
of what is exacted in the name of charity. 
We do not know the exact cost of maintain- 
ing the Insane Asylum, but when the annual 
expenditure shows an average cost of $4.50 
per week for each inmate the inference may 
be drawn that persons who are not poor or 
insane, but dishonest, share liberally in the 
public charity. The same may be said con- 
cerning the support of the Alms-House and 
the County Agent’s office, 

The difference between poverty and pau- 
perism is wide and ,very distinct; poy- 
erty may appeal justly for aid without be- 
coming pauperism. The administration of 
relief at the County Agent's office in this city 
is a powerful encouragement to pauperism, 
anda great injustice to the suffering, destitute 
poor, who are not paupers in any sense. 
The County Agent’s office was intended to 
aid those temporarily suffering from want, 
but it has become not merely an aid but an 
exclusive support of a large class who, with- 
out regard to their means, demand the public 
benefactions as a matter of right. In the 
management of this institution there is large 


room for reform, and the numerous applica- 
tions for the office of Agent do not indicate 
that there is to be any change of system, or 
that the office is to be less profitable than 
it has been. In fact, the mere salary of the 
office forms so small a portion of the induce- 
ment that the applications would probably 
be quite as numerous if there were no salary 
offered at all. ! 

Of all public charities—that is, of all insti- 
tutions for charitable purposes maintained 
and supported by taxation—we suppose it 
safe to assume that, counting salaries and 
other cost of service, including what is 
wasted unnecessarily and stolen, the expend- 
iture is 50 per cent greater than the same or 
better service could be furnished by private 
individuals at a handsome profit. It is a 
serious reflection upon political intelligence, 
that Government, when it undertakes to be 
charitable, pays one dollar for the distribu- 
tion of each dollar expended forcharity, The 
commission is an enormous one, While this 
is more or less the fact in all cases of public 
charity administered by Governments, there 
is no hope that the general rule can be 
reversed in this country, but there is an ex- 
pectation that the new County Board may 
adopt such reforms in system and in a(imin- 
istration as will break up the glaring abuses 
which have existed, and keep in the Treasury 
the money now squandered and stolen under 
the cloak of supporting the public charities. 


A MORAL MONSTROSITY. 

Exsrrt A. Woopwarp, one of Tweren’s 
clerks, who, it will be remembered, was ar- 
rested in Chicago and forwarded to New 
York, isa moral curiosity,: He was a small 
stealer as compared with his principals in 
the Ring, but as a witness he is the peer of 
them all. Woopwarp commenced business 
life on $1,500 a year, which was shortly 
raised to $2,000. When he was taken into 
the Ring, however, his salary shot ahead on 
the gallop. He received per annum about 
#11,000 in salaries and perquisites, besides 
the stealings, known to the Ring as *‘per- 
centages.” He commenced the percentage 
business upon thé order of Mr. Tween, in 
1869, to collect 65 per cent on the face of 
all bills, of which Tweep pocketed 25 per 
cent, he himself 2} per cent, and the rest 
went to other members of the Ring, He 
proved to be such an adept in the business 
that his share was raised to 5 per cent and 


| the general percentage was advanced to 80. 


In 1859, Woopwarp was worth $30,000. 
In 1869, when he had become a Ringster, 
he was worth $100,000. Two years’ opera- 
tions of the percentage swindle enabled him 
to steal $300,000 from the taxpayers; and 
when he retired, not long after, he could 
show somewhere in the vicinity of a 
cool million. Now, if Woopwarp in two 
years could steal $300,000, during part 
of that time receiving 24 per’ cent 
and 5 per cent for the remainder, 
it will not require a very long sum in multi- 
plication to figure up the immense sum that 
Tweep and the rest of the gang, receiving 
80 per cent, must have stolen. It is of no 
use, however, to collect evidence or to pile 
up figures to show that Mr. Woopwarp isa 
thief or wasa thief. He admits it, and in 
the admission lies the core of our onginal 
statement, that he isa moral curiosity. There 
have been men without a couatry, men with- 
out braing, men without hearts, men without 
legs and arms; but here is a man without 
the faintest glimmer of moral responsibility, 
and so ingrained, hide-bound, and doubly- 
distilled a rascal as to forever settle the dis- 
puted question whether the perception of 
right and wrong is an acquired or a natural 
faculty. Among all other thieves there are 
gradations of moral responsibility. There 
are big thieves and little,.thieves, generous 
thieves and mean thieves, honorable thieves 
and dishonorable thieves, thieves who draw 
a line in the moralities according to the old 
rhyme, that if ‘“‘ It is asin to steal a pin, it 
is a greater to steal a tater.” But Woop- 
WARD drew no lines, saw no difference be- 
tween the pin and the potato, was a 
thief when he was an embryo, has bedn one 
ever since, and when he goes out of the 
world the ruling passion will probably induce 
him to steal out of it. The only difference 
that he perceives between himself and other 
men is that of opportunities, and he ex- 
presses himself with a sort of tender regret 
that others have not had his opportunities, 
which of itself is sufficient to account for his 
admiration of Mr. Twzxp, whose opportuni- 
ties were just twelve times greater than 
his. It is said that iron may get so cold as 
to burn, and pain grow so intense! as to 
amount to an ecstasy, and upon the same 
principle here is a man whose rascality was 
so radical that it struck him as honesty, and, 
so far from contemplating himself as a thief, 
he looked upon himself as a paragon of moral 
worth. A few allusions to his testimony be- 
fore the Committee will show his position. 
When asked if he thought there was anything 
wrong in his taking *‘ percentages” (that is, 
stealing money out of the pockets of the 
public), he replied he did not, for he had 
fairly earned it. When asked if he thought 
it was right for Twrxp to take them, he re- 
plied that he did. He did not, however, 
think it was right for Sweeny, Hau, and 
Connouy to take percentages, but in this 
he drew no moral line. He thought Twxzp 
ought to have had the percentages, because 
he had to buy a Legislature, and, therefore, 
the taxpayers ought not to grumble if he re- 
imbursed himself out of their pockets. When 
asked if he thought he had acted right in 
pursuing such a course, he replied; “I 
think any man in the room would do the 
same. I don’t know that I ever saw an hon- 
est politician in my life, and I have niet all 
stripes.” In other words, Mr. Woopwarp 
was satisfied that ‘‘ They all do it,” and that 
every man had his price, and acted upon 
that belief. Mr. Woopwarp even went 
beyond this, and declared that any man in 
his position would have done the same thing, 
and that, had he the opportunity, he would 
do it over again. One hardly knows which 
to admire the most, the dishonesty of this 
rascal’s frankness, or the frankness of his 
dishonesty, or both combined. He oceupied 
& height of villainy so lofty that he was ab- 
solutely serene, and he stole right and left 
with the calm conviction that he was per- 
forming the whole duty of man, and that 
those who complained of it were ungrateful 
and doing him a personal injury. He only 
pitied people because he had so much the 
advantage of them. The arrogance, inso- 
lence, pretentiousness, and sublime cheek of 
this man place him far beyond all! other 
thieves, and characterize him as an artist. 
Rip Van Winkle compels you to admire him- 
self for his single quality of drunkenness, 

Falstaff makes you admire his swagger and 
bombast; but here is a thief who 
occupies so high a plane of ras. 
cality as almost to make you doubt 
whether he is not the honest) man 

and the honest men are the real thieves. 

Some philosophers have contended that 
lunatics are the only really sane people in 

the world. Woopwarp, in like manner, 

raises a question whether a man who will 
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gar prejudice, however, against stealing, and 
the majority of people recognize this Man 
Woopwarp as a 2$ per cent thief, and 
Twxrp, his master, who holds the same 
views as Woopwakp, as a 25 per cent thief, 
it is a pity that the percentage of honesty 
in New York is too small to send master and 
man. to the State’s Prison, which, according 
to their theory, ought to be the most honest 


place in the world. 
a 


A NEW TRIUMPH FOR SCIENCE. 

Probably no single experience in this pious 
City of Chicago has been productive of so 
much profanity as the Bridgeport odor. It 
is a mephitic device that baffles all descrip- 
tion, penetrates all crevices, defies the cold 
of winter and revels in the heat of the dog- 
days, fastens itself on the nerves of the pro- 
boscis to leave an impression that can never 
be forgotten, drives children from play, turns 
people over in their beds, and so far has 
scoffed at science. It has been the constant 
and hideous foe of Chicago existence, rep- 
resenting the concentrated filth of 3,058,444 
hogs, 299,020 cattle, and 168,170 sheep an- 
nually, and infecting every nook and corner 
of otherwise happy households with 
a total of 77,277,070 pounds of de- 


composed animal matter, not including the. 


blood, bones, and scraps, all of which is gen- 
erated and poured out by 237 tanks that 
work night and day, Sundays and all, with 
untiring activity. These are the statistics of 
the well-known Chicago stink as furnished 
by Health-Commissioner DeWo xr ; and, if 
anybody has heretofore been surprised that 
Chicago occasionally smells bad, we presume 
that individual will no longer find it aston- 
ishing. 

Chicago has been deceived a’ good many 
years into the belief that everything possible 
was being done to counteract this demon of 
bad odor. Chieago taxpayers have certainly 
paid out considerable sums of money to that 
end. Even natural laws have been over- 
come, and ,the river made to run 
up hill in the fond hope that the 
offensive matter might thus be car- 
ried off. Ditches and sloughs have been 
filled in, canals constructed, chimneys built 
that soar to the esky, ordinances framed with- 
out number, Health Departments created 
and sustained at public expense ; but still the 
flood of stink flows on forever. Various 
patent appliances have been invented for the 
work of deodorizing the noxious gases ; some 
of them applied the water-cure, others the 
movement-cure, others the ordeal by fire ; 
some persons favored washing the smell, 


others burning it as gas, but neither water 


nor fire could purify it entirely. None of 
the remedies have been more than partially 
successful, and even these the owners of the 
rendering establishments have evaded as 
much as possible. .. 

At last Health-Commissioner DxrWotr 
comes to the front andcries‘‘ Eureka!” We 
sincerely hope so. He says that he has dis- 
covered an agency that can grapple with 
this mephitie monster... He announces that 
he has tried it on a small scale and on a large 
scale, and that it has proved practicable, 
effective, and inexpensive. His invention 
is, technically speaking, an application of 
per-nitrate of iron, but it would be as wel- 
come by any other name. Dr, DrWo.r 
says it is only necessary to construct a huge 
box, about the size of a horse-car, divide it 
into partitions, fill these partitions with scraps 
of sheet-iron, which everybody is glad to get 
rid of, burn brimstone in an adjoining fur- 
nace, supply it with the necessary oxygen 
to convert it into sulphuric acid as it passes 
into the box, and then fire the bad- 
smelling gases into this combination, 
whence they emanate as pure as 
the blooming rose or the beautiful 
snow, and leave no smell behind them. 
The entire apparatus is said to cost only 
$150, and it can be replenished three times 
a year at acost of about $30. Commissioner 
DeWo tr says that establishments running 
118 tanks have already adopted this system, 
and that he will proceed, if necessary, to 
compel the others to do likewise. If he has 
not deceived himself in the exuberance 
of an inventor, Chicago may look forward to 
an odorless spring and summer. 

The people of Chicago will rise up and 
bless Commissioner Dz Wo tr if the result shall 


prove his discovery to be all that he claims. 


for it. He should have a life-tenure on the 
office of Health-Commissioner, and be voted 
a pension after voluntary retirement, if he 
can do what he promises. Amonumentshduld 
be reared in some central spot where future 
generations can stop to do honor to his 
memory, for he will have conferred upon 
Chicago a boon greater than the combined 
donations of all the rich men who have 
died and who are to die, leaving their wealth 
to be employed for the public good. It may 
be the per-nitrate of iron which is to decom- 
pose, demoralize, and disperse the sulphu- 
reted hydrogen, the phosphureted hydro- 
gen, the ammoniacal and other high-sound- 
ing and bad-smelling gases, but it will be to 
Dr. DeWour that this chemical agent must 
be credited, and to him will belong the hon- 
or of emancipating Chicago from its greatest 
foe. We hope never to be compelled to re- 
cant the eulogy. 


ENGLAND AND THE WAR. 

What part England will play with reference 
to the war, if it continues long enough to 
transfer operations to Roumelia, or with ref- 
erence to peace, if the fall of Plevna should 
induce the Sultan to ask for terms, hae be- 
come the uppermost question in connection 
with the immediate future. The interest felt 
in England is shown in the speeches made by 
the Premier, by Lord Dexsy, and Mr. Grap- 
stonz at dinner receptions, where English 
policy is quite as frequently enunciated as in 
State papers, and where English opinion is 
certainly more clearly expressed, and by care- 
fully-written articles in the leading papers 
and magazines. A brief reflex of these views 
will serve as a basis for spectlation. Mr. 
DrsRaE1l’s speech at the Lord Mayor’s ban- 
quet, Nov. 9, so far as it touched upon the 
policy of England, may be summed up in the 
few words that “neutrality must cease if 
British interests are assailed or menaced,” the 
same declaration that was made last April, 
when the Russian army crossed the 
Pruth. The rest of his speech was 
a mass of glittering generalities and 
gilded cynicisms. His speech last year 
was universally conceded to be  in- 
discreet. His speech this year will be looked 
upon, perhaps, as a very pleasant intellectual 
amusement, but not as rising to the dignity 
of the occasion. Turkey will not be specially 
delighted to know that * its independence is 
not doubted " while the Russians are thun- 
dering at her gates, or that England admires 
her valor, when what she wants is not admira- 
tion, but gold, and guns, and troops, Mr. 
Drak. is very angry with Russia very 
complimentary to Turkey; but as Russia 
does not care for his wrath nor Turkey for 
his compliments, his speech will hardly give 
aid and comfort in any direction. Even the 
Saturday Review, which is friendly to the 
Turk, is disgusted with the speech, and says : 
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not steal is not a rascal. As there is a vul-| 


Braconsrreip has acquired the privilege of 
putation of frivolity.” Lord Dzrsy, on the 


one of his recent speeches as to the 
English policy. He announced “ the aban- 
donment of Turkey, except so far as our own 
interests require that we shall resist her 
enemies”; and again: ‘‘ We have spoken 
in as strong terms as diplomatic usage 
permits of the necessity of not allowing 
Constantinople to pass into other hands than 
those that now hold it. Upon that point I 
can only refer you to the language we held 
at the beginning of the war, from which we 
do not intend to depart in the slightest de- 
gree.” This bears directly upon the question 
of English policy, and, in connection with it, 
it is of more than ordinary interest to note 
that he distinctly affirms that England can- 
not rely upon Austria for help in case of 
intervention. It is confirmatory of this that 
the Lord Chief Baron of England, in his 
speech at the reception of the new Lord 
Mayor, intimated there was such a strong 
alliance between Austria, Germany, and 
Russia that, if England interfered, she would 
have to go in alone. It has usually been 
reserved for American buncombe to make the 
Eagle scream and defy the world, but upon 
this occasion the Lord Chief Baron made 
the Lion roar, and defied all the States of 
Europe banded together,—showing, perbaps, 
that the Lord Chief Baron had tarried some- 
what long over the wine and walnuts. Mr. 
GuapsTone’s utterances, since his return 
from Ireland, of course do not reflect the 
policy of the Government, but they are of 
interest as reflecting the views of the radical 
minority. He openly denounced the Gov- 
ernment for its refusal to concur with the 
European Powers in the coercion of Turkey, 
and, so far from being neutral, declares him- 
self the implacable enemy of Turkey, and 
openly regretted the neglect of an oppor- 
tunity to make war upon her. This, how- 
ever, is an extreme view, though perhaps no 
more extreme than Disraeui’s view of Rus- 
sia. The London 7imes pursues & course 
between these two extremes, and discusses 
the subject with thoughtfulness and sober- 
ness, as will be seen by the following extract: 

For England the sobering process of oal- 
anced Joss and gain will have a salutary effect. To 
us, at least as much as to any nation, the disturb- 
ance of existing arcangements comes in the guise 
of a vexation and almost an injury, for as we de- 
sire no addition to our Empire so are we by its ex- 
tent rendered more sensitive to tne possible dan- 
gers of new adjustments of power. Yet our com- 
mon sense will soon discern that tne morbid inge- 
nuity which delights to forecast evils often leads to 
remedies which are worse. What is absolutely 
necessery to our security we must certainly claim, 
what is clearly dangerous to us we must certainly 
reject; but vague possibilities, conjectural fore- 
shadowings of the future, we can well afford to 
ignore. If our voice is to be heard in the councils 
of Europe it mast utter no doubtful tones of hope 
or fear, but must sound with the clear ring of fixed 
resolution based upon undoubted necessitics. 

The drift of all the declarations is that 
England will not interfere unless Russia oc- 
cupies Constantinople or demands territorial 
agegrandizement that interferes with En- 
yland’s Eastern interests. The whole ques- 
tion thus turns on her ability to cope with 
Russia single-handed. Lord Derrsy has 
already shown that no help can be expected 
from Austria. Germany is in still closer alli- 
ance with Russia than Austria. Italy can- 
not move between Austria and Germany, 
and France is in no condition to be an active 
ally with any Power, however her sympa- 
thies may lie. The fall of Plevna will un- 
doubtedly be the signal for an overwhelming 
Russian advance upon Constantinople. If 
they capture the city, no single Power can 
dislodge them. Can England alone move 
quick enough to seize and fortify it? If 
Austria, Germany, and Russia are in an al- 
liance to dismember Turkey, of what avail 
will it be for England to move at all? 


The highest development of instinct and 
organism among invertebrate animals is ex- 
hibited by the Aymenoptera; and in this 
class—which includes bees, wasps, etc.—the 
ants have the highest rank. A recent num- 
ber of the Quarterly Journal of Science con- 
tains an article, evidently prompted by an 
affectionate study of the subject, in which 
the habits of these marvelous animals are 
described. There is nodoubt much that is 
insufficiently established in the various sto- 
ries of ant-intelligence ; but the facts, which 
are admitted by all observers and rest upon 
complete inductions, are enough-to give the 
subject dignity and importance. In the 
most ancient book of which we have any 
knowledge and the most profound collection 
of proverbs the world has ever known, the 
wisest man in the race laid down for 
the guidance of his fellows the memo- 
rable maxim: ‘‘Go to the ant, thou 
sluggard ; consider her ways and be wise: 
which, having no guide, overseer, or ruler, 
provideth her meat in the summer and gath- 
ereth her food in the harvest.” Again, the 
same oracle declared : ‘* There be four things 
which are little upon the-earth, but they are’ 
exceedingly wise.” Among the four were 
the ants, ‘‘ which are’a people not strong, 
yet they prepare their meat in the summer.” 
Fond as the majority of good people are of 
quoting this advice and flingingit in the face 
of idlers, they are seldom inclined to adopt 
it in practice. They do not go to the ant 
and study her ways, but suggest vague and 
glittering moralities as sufficient for the or- 
dinary purposes of life. The writer, there- 
fore, who assists the unlearned to get at the 
secrets of ant-ecgnomy confers no slight 
benefit upon the public, while at the same 
time he fulfills a pious duty. 

The ant is remarkable for a brain much 
more highly developed than that of the 
neighboring inferior groups ; for specialized 
functions in regard to sex, in accordance 
with which the neutrals are strong and vig- 
orous, and able to perform the work of each 
community; for means of communication 
among themselves, almost approaching in 
accuracy and celerity of operation a genuine 
language; and for a very high order of in- 
telligence. Cicero considered them possessed 
of mind, reason, and memory ; and observers 
like Sir Jonn Luszocxs, who may lay claim to 
& personal acquaintance with ants, confirm 
this view. Their quickness of perception 
has been approved not only by their evident 
forethought in providing for future necessi- 
ties during seasons of abundance, but by 
erganized effort in the regulation of their 
miniature communities, In this connection, 
& marvelous story, almost incredible in some 
of its details, is told by Dr. Lincecum, who 
has made a special study of the agricultural 
ant of Western Texas. He says that this 
species is, with the exception of man, the 
only one which does not depend for its gus. 
tenance upon the products of the chase or 
ar spontaneous fruits of the soil :

How a Chicagoan Was Caught Up for 
Irregular Practices in New 
York. 


A Man in New Birmingham, Mich., De- 
liberately Kills His Mother and 
Sister. 

Sentences Dealt Out to Several of the 
Pittsburg Railroad Rioters. 


Yesterday’s Record of Miscel- 
laneous Misdeeds. 


A CHICAGOAN COMES TO GRIEF. 
Special Correspondgnce of The Tribune. 

NEw York, Nov. 29.—An arrest has just been 
made in which several names well known per- 
haps to many readers of THe TRiBUN» in Chi- 
cago, especially in journalistic circles, figure. 
The man arrested is E. A. Chambers, a young 
Englishman, son, I believe, of a London bar- 
rister and half-brother of a journalist once on 
one of your evening contemporaries and hold- 
ing a confidential position in the City Govern- 
ment during Mayor Colyin’s administration. 
Perhaps many of your readers remember a fa- 
mous amateur dramatic performance of five 
years ago, whereat Othello and Jago was given 
by Mr. Ferris, then dramatic critic of the Times, 
playing in spectacles to add an attraction to the 
words of Shakspeare. At this perfurmance 
Chambers, who wasa rather cleverish young 
fellow, of good address and education, gave 
very successfully Serjeant Buzfuz’s speech from 
Dickens. He left Chicago jabout two years 
ago, going ever to England, whence he returned 
in September, apparently flush and giving out 
that he had inherited some money, or received 
some from his family. At this time Messrs. 
Waugh, Holmes & Co. began the publication of 
a paper called the Hotel Wail, with which Cham- 
bers was connected as canvasser and collector. 
He gave out that he was the “Co.” of the firm 
(which I am told was not the case), and 
that. he had invested all his money inthe 
paper, thus temporarily leaving himself 
short and obtaining an excuse for numerous 
loans from members oi the Chicago colony in 
this city. He was at the same time drawing 
about a week fromthe Hote Afail, and, as 
the event proved, making a still larger income 
by irregular methods. At last the proprietors’ 
suspicions were awakeped by customers writing 
to ask why remittances had not been acknowl- 
edged, or whv they were dunned .fur bills re- 
ceipts for the payment of which thev already 
held, and an investigation was set on foot which 
resuited in an applitation for ‘4 warrant for 
Chambers’ arrest. It was issued on Saturday) 
last and an officer was in waiting to serve it, 
when one of the partners, pitying the young 


fellow’s plight, gave him a hint that “ the jig 
was up, and advised him to leave 
at ouce. Chambers had no money, 


and the partner, from!’whom he had freauentily 
borrowed money befone, gaye him some to ep- 
able him to leave town. Chambers took it and 
fled, with many expressions of gratitude and 
regret, but going up-town collected a couple of 
bills at hotels indebted to the paper. Mean- 
while the telegraph had conveyed a meseage of 
inguiry to the Chicago police as to Chambers’ 
record there, anda reply was received stating 
that he was emphatically **n. g.,”’ so a reward 
of $500 was offered for his arrest, and a general 
alarm was given. The discovery was then made 


» that Chambers had been arrested a few cays be- 


fore for ** beating’ the Astor House restaurant, 
lunching and sauntering out without fulfilling 


the customary formalities at the cash- 
ier's desk; some information was also 
received as to his operations. He had 


collected bills from customers on various pre- 
tenses: taken checks from the mail and forged 
the indorsements on them soas two get them 
cashed, and even forged checks out and out.

His 
sentence was $5,000 fine and six years and ten 
months in the Venitentiary.

_ THE CONGREGATIONAL UNION. 
Special Dispaich te The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 1.—The 7ime says that the 
Congregational Union has been reorganized. 
The resignation of the Secretaries, Drs. Ray, 
Palmer, and Christopher Cushing, have been 
accepted, and it has been decided to change the 
name to the Congregational Church-Ryilding 
Society. These changes)are made in obedience 
to reports of Committees of the Union and of 
the Congregational Council at Detroit. An in- 
vestigation was set on foot last spring, owing to 
critidiams to the effect that too large a 
proportion of the receipts of the Union 
was used for salaries and other expendi- 
tures. The Committee of the National Council 
and a Committee appointed by the Trustees 
of the Union have prepared aTeport which will 
soop be published, This report states that in 
the last ten years the average receipts of the 
Union have been $25,668, and the average 
yearly exvenses $10,173, Last year was a dis- 
astrous one, the gross arnounts paid to churches 
being $21,156, of which $12,800 were specials, 
while the expenses wers $9,771. The Commit- 


tees recommend that the specific 
work of church building be made dis- 
tinctive in the name and in 


the constitution of the Socfety, and that other 
work,now contemplated in the constitution be 
transferred to more appropriate agencies; that 
there should be but one Secretary who shall de- 
vote his whaje time to the Society: that the ex- 
penses should be brought to the lowest possible 
point, and that forthe sake of economy and 
efticiency an effort pe made to connect the office 
in New York with the rooms of the American 
Home Missionary Society. 

The resignation of Dr. Clapp, one of the Secre- 
taries of the American Home Missionary So- 
ciety, grows out of a similar state of affairs. 
Complaints were made that the expenses of the 
Sorfety were too Jarge, and the salaries of the 
Secretaries too high. Two years ago each of the 
three Secretari¢s got $5,000 a year. Last year 
each of.them relinquished voluntarily $500, and 
this vedr $500 more, so they are now receiving 
$4,000 each. Ur. Ciapp has been chosen Treas 
urer, there being a strong desire to retain his 
services. : /

land and bond transactions which had to them a 
suspicious appearance. Among these transac- 
tions especially cited was the drawing of war- 
rants at the close of 1870, on the motion of Mr. 
Greenebaum, to the amount of $53,446, to meet 
the accrued interest on obligations for the pur- 
chase of lang. These were deposited with 
Greenebaum to the credit of C. 8. Loding, and 
interest was subsequentivy paid to the 
amount of $14,535, but it was not 
known to whom. Another transaction cited 
was the inequal distribution of land bonds 
among the parks, of which $770,446 had been 
issued, a large proportion of which had been 
made payable to blank, and could not be satis- 
factorily traced. Inthe matter of interest on 
bonds, too, they testified to a discrepancy, show- 
ing that the amount on bonds due in 1871-23 
was given by the Board, in an application for 
judgment made to the Circuit Court, at $190,- 
468, whereas the amount of interest and com- 
mission on the extension of bonds paid up to 
Nov. 1, 1876, was $245,185, showing a deficiency 
of $54,717, or, adding the deficiency of land 
purchases, —$40,000,—the total amount unpro- 
vided for was $95,339. 

Under this head they gave various alleged ir- 
regularities in the settlements for land pur- 
chased and condemned, and claimed that the 
Board had paid out money in excess of the 
awards and taken titles which were not free 
from doubt. They also testified in reference to the 
issue of loan-bonds, setting forth that the Board 
had issued $50,000, while but $20,000 nad been 
authorized. and that the overissue drew interest

THE TURF, 
A SOUTH PARK TRACK. 

At the close of every season in Chicago there is 
g)ways more or lesstalk about the necessity for a 
new track, but it has never. ended in anything 
definite. Everybody knows that although Dexter 
park has, since it passed under control of Coil. 
Mansar, been conducted in @ perfectly square 
manner, and has increased in poprlarity each year, 
it can never become the scene of really great 
mectings. In the first place, the location is un- 
favorable, especially to gentlemen who 
wish 0 drive to the races, the 
number of railroad-tracks that must be crossed 
rendering the trip unpleasant and not altogether 
free from danger. The situation of the track 
jteelf, in the midst of packing and slaughtering 
houses, not to speak of stench-factories, is not the 
most desirable in the world, and, in general, a 
change of location for turf sports in Chicago could 
not but be beneficial. 

Some three years ago, when the project of es- 
tablishing a track at Central Park was broached, 
it was thought that this could be used for meetings 
st which money purses could be given, but, as 
the land on which the track is situated 
4s under the control of the West Park Board, it 
gould not be used for such, purposes. And even if 
it were possible to secure the necessary legislation, 
it is not probable that Central Park would become 
a’ favorite resort unless the management under- 
went a decided change. ‘There is just one place 
where a track can be made popular and remuner- 
ative to those who go into the speculation, and 
that ie in the vicinity of the South Park.

trotted and won, it was entirely insufficient. It 
now appears that other affidavits, corroborating 
the one made by Pilkey, were also secured by Cum-

Alfred Wilkes, before whom 
Pilkey swore to his affidavit. was vouched for 
as being a Notary Public and solicitor.

In their efforts in this direetion, they received aid 
from an unexpected source. it seems that after 
receiving the money won by Brightwood, Cumber 
attempted to play a skin game on his confederates, 
telling them that he had compromised with the 
associations for $150 each. . The party who went 
under the name of Smith when Brightwood wae in 
iiinois, and who was the moneyed man of the 
party, kicked at this, and wrote to Mr. Smith, of 
carl Park, repeating wbat Camber had said, stat- 
ing that he put up all the money, and wanted 
another setilement. He also intimated that he 
would be around again with another mnger. He 
had evidently believed Cumber's story about the 
compromise, and argued that, as the associations 
were well in the mire by their action, they would 
not refuse his demand. This letter was dated at 
Keene, N. H., and signed ‘* Lew Ellis.” 

Smith, of Earlville, replied to this charmingly 
impudent epistie. stating that the Illinois associ- 
ations did not propose to be blackmailed by any 
gang of scoundrels. Al!) this time Clover was being 
watched at Boston by a man who had been sent 
there by Secretary Vail, of the National Associa- 
tion, and the mapnrer of his detection has already 
appeared in thesé columns. 

bout this time Mr. Smith, of Earlville, heard 
that the horse had been purchased by some Buffalo 
parties, and went down there to investigate. He 
found that the men who owned him were Jameson, 
iu whose name Clover was entered at Boston. and 
& man named Pettibone. Jameson he recog- 
nized as the man who had the roan 
mare Anna through the Illinois Circuit last year, 
and had no aifficulty in learning from him that 
they had purchased Brightwood at the conclusion 
of his Western robbing tour, and began trotting 
him under his right name—Clover. When Mr. 
Smith called Jameson's attention to the fact that 
Clover was trotting in 2:30 races, when as Bright- 
wood he obtained a record of 2:29 at Freeport, 
that individual eaid that although he was at the 
track when the heat in which the record was made 
was trotted, he did not see it, and consequentiy 
was not personally aware ofthe fact. Their ad- 
mission that they had purchased Brightwood and 
begun trotting him under his proper name was 
enough for Smith, but, as @ matter of curiosity, 
he wanted to eee the horse. Jameson and 
Pettibone said he was at farm about 
nine miles distant from the city. Smith said he 
would go there to see him, when it was suddenly 
discovered that the animal had beea removed to 
another farm twenty-two miles away.

N. Y., and sand he wou'd 
go to Mendota and get a copy of the affidavit 
which the Association at that place had received 
from the New York parties. A fewdays after this 
onversation took place Smith saw Cumber and 
asked him why he had not got that affidavit. Cum- 
ber said he was dead brok@; had not money 
enough to pay hie car-fare to Mendota, where- 
upon Smith gave him $5. which was repaid.

itself will conyene at noon of Wednesday. The 
Board, as drawn at the lagt League meeting, consist- 
ed ef Mesers. Soden, of Baston ; Chase, of Louisville; 
Hulbert, of Chicago; Fowle. of St. Louis; and 
Balkeley, of Hartford;| Whether Mr. Chase will 
pe present no ope surely knows, and Mr. Bulkeley 
is sure not to be, he having given up all connec- 
tion with the business. The Board will no doubt 
be made up of Messrs. Soden, Chase, Hulbert, and 
Fowle. Ite business will be the most impqiant of 
the League session, as if will have to pass upon 
several cases likely ta come up. . Among them 
may‘ be name the following: Whether Craver 
shall be reinstated after his Louisville expulsion, 
it being understood that be has an appeal ready. 
Also whether Walker shall be purged of 
hie expulsion by the Red Caps of St. Pani. 
also to aecide upon the status of the Hartford 
Club, or, rather, upon the franchise which that 
Club once held in the League. One of three things 
must besettled on: Efther the Hartford Club has 
lost ite franchise, or the franchise remains with 
the city and falls upon the new Club, or remains 
in Brooklyn and may be assumed by some new 
Clab on the Union Grounds.

The League will be ajade up at its firet gathering 
together of representatives of Boston, Chicago, Sf. 
Louie. and Louisville. To these will be added-at 
once Cincinnati and Indianapolis, with, of coursc, 
the chences of the other cities spoken of 
above. The work to be done by this 
body will be the revision, to such an extent as may 
be necessary, of the report of the Board. They 
will aleo have to go over the constitution and the 
playing rnies, but that need not take up much 
time. The fewer changes they makein the latter 
the better. There are a few things, however, 
which must have careful attention. and away 
above all others is the matter of selecting umpires. 
The system in use the past season has been infa- 
mous in its workings in at least two cities, and it 
mast be tossed overboard. The system of 1875 
was not so bad. and, in default of a better echeme, 
might be reyived. Tie Taincne has, of coarse, 
ite own pian. which may be stated in the form of 
an amendment to Rule VII., as follows: 

Seo. 1. At the annual meeting of the League the 
delegates from the clubs shall choose—by a two-thirds 
vote in every dase—twehty-seven honorable and compe- 
tent gentlemen to act as umpiresin games for the 
championship, Not more than two ofthese umpires 
shail reside inany city where there isa League club. 
At least three days before every championship game, 
as set down in the sthedule, the Secretary of the 
League shall select an ampire for such game and notify 
him by letter or telegrap proceed to the city where- 
ip the game ia to be played, and umpiresaid game. It 
shall be competent for club Managers to agree upon an 
umpire, or umpires, for any game, number of games, 
or series of games, provided said agreeinent be reduced 
tO writing, signed, and sent to the Secretary of the 
League at least three days pefore the game or games to 
which tt refers. | 

‘jt seems as if this wonld remove any possible 
danger of tampering wih umpires by either play- 
ers, managers, or pool-room keepers. If no one 
knew, or need know, before BU a " was called, 
who would umpire any particular game, there 
would be almost no danger of corruption. In 
point of fact, boweyer, nearly all the managers 
would agree on their umpires without troubling 
the Secretary at all. 

Fery few changes outside the umpire question 
should be made. |

opulation. Mr. George Stearns, who lived at 
No. 588 West Congress street, and was taken to 
the pest-house but a few days ago, died early 
yesterday morning. 


The Committee on Streets and Alleys of the 
North Division met yesterday, and decided to 
report favorably upon a petition requesting that 
the North Division Street-Kai!lway Company be 
required to lay tracks and operate a railway upon 
Centre and Sophia streets and Racine avenue, 
and the Corporation Counsel was instructed to 
brepery an ordinance to be submitted Monday 
night. 

The Mayor has not yet signed the ordinance 

leasing the Lake-Front to the Chicago Base- 
all Club. His Honor said yesterday that 
he was allowed till the time of the meet- 
ing of the Council tomorrow night to 
affix his mark of disapprdval. If he 
fails to veto the measure before that 
time the ordinance becomes valid without his 
name attached. He held out no indication as 
to what he would do with the measure. There 
was another conference with Messrs. Hoyne 
and Bonfield, but it had no results. 


Dectective John Macauley was before the Police 
Board—Heath, Hickey, Dixon, Ward, et al.— 
yesterday afternoon to answer to the charge of 
insubordination preferred by Deputy-Supt.

A weil-known gentleman residing in this 
claiming to know Rande, tne St. Louis poral 
er, almost from infancy, asserts that his real 
name is “Babe” Montgomery.

RESISTING AN OFFICER. 

Officer John Linn yesterday morning shot 
William Wisner in the arm, near the elbow, 
wounding him so seriously that it is expected 
he will have to suffer an amputation. The 
affair occurred about a quarter past 7 o'clock. 
Wisner has been a teamster in the employ of 
Stafford & Murphy, contractors, and drove a 
sewer-flushing wagon, drawn by four borses. 
He was on his way, when the _ shoot- 
ing occurred, from the barn, corner of 
Wells and Ontario strects, to bis work, corner 
of Larrabee and Clybourn avenue. In driving 
off Chicago avenue to Larrabee street he got 
blockaded on: the car-track. His horses were 
somewhat unmanageable, and, owing to the 
crowded condition of the street, he was unable 
to raise the blockade. Just then Officer John 
Linn came up, dressed in citizen’s attire, and 
pulled at one of the horse’s bits, so that he was 
thrown upon his haunches. Wisner protested, 
when Linn, it is alleged, not yet having 
made himseif known, jumped into the wagon. 
Naturallv, the driver resisted, when Linn, it is 
said, pulled outa “handy-billy ” and struck 
Wisner several blows on the heaa. A scuffle 
ensued, during which the officer was worsted, 
avd heran awayashort distance, drew his re- 
volver, and fired . two shots, one of which took 
effect, with the result as above stated. Wisner 
was arrested and held in $500 bail by Kaufmann 
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for a hearing Thursday. In the meantime 
Wisner may lose bis arm. He was taken to his 
home, corner of Wells and Ontario streets, op- 
posite the barn where the horses he drove are 
stabled. Those with whom Tas TRIBUNE re- 
porter conversed in regard to the affair say that 
Linn transcended his authority, and that tae 
shooting was uncalled for, and some even assert 
that the officer was intoxicated. An investiga- 
tion by Col. Hickey into the affair would not 
be out of order. Mr. Murphy, one of the mem- 
bers of the irm that employed Wisner, says 
that he has worked for them two years, and 
that he is steady, quiet, and anything but ag- 
gressive or quarrelsome.

Effort to Get Him Indicted—Both Sides of 
the Story—Mr. Furber’s Friends Say It Is 
a Movement by Enemies of the Universal 
Company. 

New York Tribune, Now. 20. 

A representative of the Committee of policy- 
holders of the North American Life-Insurance 
Company, who waited upon District-Attorney 
Phelps on Wednesday for the purpose of asking 
him to take action for the indictment of H. J. 
Furber, went to Albany Wednesday night, to 
confer with the Insurance Superintendent. Mr. 
Phelps says that he is not at liberty to speak 
at present on the subject, but it has been 
learned that he has asked the Insurance 
Department for all the facts pertaining to the 
statements made by the officers of the North 
America Life-Insurance Company to the De- 

ment, and the relation which these state- 
ments bore to the actual condition of the Com- 
pany, according to the developments that have 
since taken place. In making the report of the 

North America’s affairs tothe State Depart 

ment, in January, 1875, the officers, it is alleged, 

swore that the Company had a surplus of $151,- 

940.38, and possessed cash in bank amounting 

to $690,000. At that time the Company, it is 

now alieged, was insolvent, $650,000 of the. as- 
sumed assets consisting of a check borrowed for 
the occasion from the Commercial Warehouse 


Company. 

It is claimed by Mr. Furber’s friends that the 
primary object of the present movement against 
him is to prevent, if possible, the reorganiza- 
tion of the Universal Life Company. Already 
more than one-half the policy-holders of that 
Company have given their assent to the scaling 
of their policies to one-half their face value, aud 
Mr. Furber’s friends say that the enemies of the 
Company have become alarmed at the prospect 
of an on resumption of business by the Uni- 
versal. These triends emphatically deny the 
story that $650,000 was borrowed of the Com- 
mercial Warehouse Company, and say that the 
total amount of meney Soperes by Mr. Furber 
to the Department as in bank was actually on 
hand, as can beshown by vouchers and receipts in 
his possession.

AN INSOLVED QUESTION ON THE LIABILITY OF 
THE STOCKHOLDERS. 

The stockholders of the defunct Republic 
Life-Insurance Company have been enjoying 
quite a season of rest, though doubtless 
pome of them have been expecting a 
summons to make up , the little 
deficiency of 75 or 80 per cent in the assets of 
the corporation. That summons came yester- 
day in the shape of a petition by the Receiver,

087.20, exclusive of contested claims. The as- 
sets on ‘hand will not pay more than 20 or 5 
per cent of these claims.

The real and personal property of each individ- 
ual stockholder shall be held liable for any and all 
losses anil iiabilities of the Company tothe amount 
of stock subscribed or held oY him and not actual- 
ly paid in. In all ¢ases of losses exceeding the 
means of the corporation each stockholder shall be 
— liable to the amount of unpaid stock held by 

m. ' 

At the first meeting, held April 8, 1869, it ap- 
peared that $100,300 worth of stock had been 
subscribed for, and $5 paid on each share. R. 
W. Smith, William Scheffler, C. N. Shipman, 
and John H. Avery were then elected 
Directors; and Smith was chosen Presi- 
dent, Schefller Vice-President, and Avery 
Secretary avd Treasurer; On April 48, 
Is7U, a preliminary meeting of the stock-sub- 
scribers, and others interested in organizing a 
life-imsurance company, was held, J. V. Far- 
well, C. Farwell, A. W. Kellogg, VU.

M. Moore were 
elected additional Directors. A body of by- 
laws was also adopted. 

The first policy issued seems to have been in 
July, 1870, but after that down to 1873 the 
Company obtained its fair share of business. A 
large part of the stock was taken in this city, 
and certificates issued on payment of 20 per 
cent on the subscriptions.

Ald. Gilbert thought, inasmuch as the firm 
were there, that the Council had best take no 
action in the matter, but let the thing run on 
with the understanding that the Exposition 
people were to make no further leases. In his 
opinion, the people of Chicago were not at all in 
favor of ousting Field & Leiter. 

Ald. Thompson expressed itas his opinion 
that an intimation should be given the Exposition 
managers that the railroad people should seek 
other quarters,and that Field & Leiter’s o¢cupan- 
cy of the building be made as short as possible.

that, generally, the Exposition people be 
notified that the use of the building hereafter 
by private firms for private purposes will not be 
favored. ) 

The substitute was adopted. 

Ald. Daly stated privately that he should 
make a minority report recommending that the 
railroad people and Field & Leiter pay over 
their rents tothe city, and that they be notified 
to vacate the building as soon as convenient. 

After considering some other matters of less 
importance, the Committee adjourned.

ABOUT THE DRAMA. 
INTERVIEWERS AND ACTORS. 

Detroit possesses at least two of the most in- 
gustrious vewspaper interviewers that have 
ever adorned the crait. It is amazing, it is al- 
most distressing, to see the pains they take to 
post themselves on matters concerning the 
drama. One would even go so far as to infer 
that there was atheatre of some kind in that 
city. This, however, may turn out to be merely 
a figure of speech. It is pretty certain that 
actors do pass through Detroit, and whenever 
they do they are sure to be interviewed. it 
was from Detroit that the news first came that 
Dion Boucicault was **a lone, lorn critter,” and 
that everything was ‘“goin’ contrary 
with him.” The Detroit newspaper men 
probably had heard from Chicago that 
Mr. Boucicault was a dramatist of some skill, 
and imagining that this meauta dfstinguished 
persop, they dragged him from the supper- 
table, crammed with distressful bread, and let 
nim fool them with some sentimental stories. 

Itis one of the standing notices, we belicve, 
in the newspaper oflices of Detroit—“ Interview 
some actor.’’ Actors are obliged to pass through 
Detroit on their way to the East or to the West, 
and one of their inflictiohs is to be interviewed 
by reporters on the subject of the drama. 
Sometimes it is, *‘ Is the drama a blessing or a 
curse?” in which case they will ascertain the 
views of Oliver Doud Byron, who will tell them 
that while, intellectually speaking, the modern 
drama is a fraud, financially it is one of the big- 
gest spaps going on the face of the earth. 

The Detroit people have heard from afar cer- 
tain whispers about ‘the decline of the drama,”’ 
just as Enoch Arde in his lonely isle is report- 
ed to have heard *“‘the pealing of his parish 
bells.” There wasa flavor of novelty in the 
suggestion, and the first actor that came into 
sight was pumped on the subject. Chanfrau 
found it convenient to stay a night in Detroit, 
and the innocent interviewer went away with 

ehis note-book full of advertisements of Ait and 
Mr. Clifton W. Tayleure, Chanfrau’s wife’s ad- 
vance agent. In the reported interview, the 
readers of Detroit newspapers will learn, 
probably for the first time, how 
“* Kit’ went like wildfire,”’ and, 
what the actor would like the public to know 
more than anything concerning its merits, that 
it netted him $100,000, esthetic Boston having 
contribute d $30,000. The interviewer, of 
course, is glad to hear it, and proceeds to en- 
lighten his readers npen the deterioration of 
the drama. Tnen comes the inevitable question, 
—which has nothing to do with the drama, but 
‘verything with the purport of the interview,— 
How about that Milwaukee scandai? The seek- 
er after information ‘about the drama. thus 
deftly conceals bis fell intent: 

After a moment's pause an expression of annoy- 
ance and vexation clouded the comedian’s frank, 
good-natured face, and, turning to the reporter, he 
remarked: 

‘*| suppose yon have seen that outrageous libei 
published in a Milwaukee paper concerning Mrs. 
Chanfrau and myseif?”’ 

‘* Yes,”’ replied the reporter. 

And soon. Chanfrau vanishes in a cloud of 


adjectives, and makes way for the next. 


Enter Lawrence Barrett, the actor of the 


present century. who condescends to play—-who 
is persistently styled the rising young Améfican 
tragedian, although he commenced his career 
about the same time as Booth did. ‘No,’ says 
Mr. Barrett to Detroit, “the drama is not on 
the decline.’ This is said ‘“‘ very decisively.” 
Then Barrett shakes upa bag and produces 
some bames which awe the Vetroit reporter— 
Shakspeare, Corneille, Hannah More, Congreve, 
Farquahar, Schiller, Kotzebue—and proceeds to 
tell how he-(Barrett) is progressing in the right 
direction. And this leads to a play which Mr. 
Barrett is playing—‘‘ Which 1 regard,” says Mr. 
B., “‘as the first purely American comedy vet 
constructed.’’ Here is « delicious bit of inter- 
View : . 
‘*Is it true that Mr. Howells wrote this play for 
your” 
‘‘Itistrue. Ihad solicited him to write mea 
play. He brought me the manuscript of this com- 
edy previouggo its publication in the Atlantic, and 
read me the fret act. I said to him, * Why, if it is 
ail as good as this, Iwill actit.” He blushed like 
a schoolboy, and acknowledged that he bad created 
the role of Bartle(t expressiy for me, but had 
scarcely dared to hope that, with his ignorance of 
the minutie of the stace.,he couid produce any- 
thing worthy of dramatic representation. It isa 
success, Las<ure you; @ most charmiag, delicate 
dramatic sketch. Jobn' Habberton, author of! 
‘Helen's Babies.’ remained two daye in Indian- 
apolis last week to see it —_- and was enrap- 
tured with it. Like other literary men of the Kast, 
he had been unable -to believe taat it could be so 
snccessful. Mr. Howells is now transiating a 
Spanish play for me, and Bayard Taylor is en- 
gaged upon a translation and adaptation of Schil- 
ler’s ‘Don’ Carlos,’ a German tragedy aimost 
Shakespearean in its lofty sentiment, which he will 
completein January, and which I hope to produce 
during the present season. ”’ 

‘He blushed like a schoolboy and acknowl- 
edged.”’ Charming! And then the author of 
* Helen’s Babies’? was enraptured jth it. That 
ought to settle the question as to the merit of 
the performance. But Mr. Barrett, be it ob- 
served, iails not to put in a hint about bis in- 
tellectual culture—a thing probabiv that the in- 
terviewer had absolutely omitted to discover— 
by informing him that he 4s writing an article 
on Charlotte Cushman for the Galazy. “ ilere,”’ 
savs the reporter in a burst of awed wonder and 
enthusiasm— 

Here the deep tones of the City Hal! bell an- 
nounced the Lour of midnight, and the interview- 
er considerately rose to depart. 

‘*You can say,*’ said Mr. Barrett, his eyes flash- 
tng and nis whole face lighting up with enthusiasm, 
‘*that you found in me one whose confidence in 
the integrity dnd continued advancement of the 
drama never falters. No, the drama is not de- 
Clining; I am sare of that.” 

We are all sure of that, although the fact 
can be stated temperately, without any lighting 
up of the whole face or eyes flashing with en- 
thusiasm. No, -the dramais going to survive 
in spite of Barrett. Mr. Barrett may fade 
away, the Detroit press itself dim with 
age, andl nature sink in years, but it shall flour- 
ish on imofortal legs, unhurt amid the war of 
criticism, the wreck of reputations, and the 
crush of playwrights.

STAGE. TALK, 
MARY ANDERSON. 

The New York critics have apparently been so 
dazzied, or dazed, with Miss Mary Anderson 
that they are unable to speak their mind. Is is 
difficult to make out from their vague utte-- 
ances what they think of her Zvadne. They go 
for poor dead and gone Shiel with a will, toss 
his play in a blanket, and then stamp upon it 
in exuberant rage. The //eraid goes into itina 
historical spirit, and leaves little to say about 
the actress beyond the questionable statement 
that *““her manners and methods are graceful, 
and often stately, but the kinship to real 
grandeur is remote. She preserves -the 
stateliness of tragedy from the trivialities of 
colloguialism. It is charming frequent- 
ly. it interests always, it thrills never.”

The Tribune also evades Miss Anuer- 
sou by devoting some neat roundabout writing 
to a satirical account of tne play, and then gives 
the actress this bit of cunsvlation: ** The sap- 
ling is not the majestic cedar, but growLn comes 
with years.” This is indistinct, if fine. Sap- 
ling is a “vile phrase,’ and Miss Anderson 
should vot tolerate it fora moment. Old pilay- 
writers use it frequently in a questionable way, 
se, ior example: ‘She like’'a wanton sapling, 
and he like aclinging vine.’’ .Or in * Pericles’ 
i .abce Ol ayre,’’? Wucre an ancient dame ot dubi- 
ous repute says toa youngneophyte: ~ Marry, 
whip thee, goslin: I think I snail have some- 
thing todo with you. Come, you are a young, 
foolish sapling, and must be bowed as L would 
have you?!’ The Worid comes out briefly in a 
blaze of enthusiasm, and says: ‘* That sie can 
love in the old-tasiioned heroic school there cau 
be no denial, and that she belongs to the Kachel 
school of acting will no doubt be amply demon- 
strated after her return from Paris, Whea New 
Yorkers will no doubt do justice to a second 
Phedre.”” There may be a good deal of sapling 
criticism in that.

He is wroth with 
the combinations that scour the country, harvest 
the small towns, and ruin business in We large 
cities. He is savage at the amateur companies, 
who are always playing for benefits and charities, 
degrading art and injaring the profession. He 
is fierce in his denunciations of the variety 
theatres, and he is éyidently very mad that he 
can't get all the high-priced stars to keep his own 
business up to the living point. He said his say in 
avery violent way, according to an interviewer's 
report, and talked just as if he was going to give 
up management and didn'tcare. The press comes 
im for a shate of his growl at bad busines, The 
papers tell too many things about the actors and 
tue stage to sit this manager. The public knows 
everything, and the Hiusions of the stage are 
destroyed. ‘There ia ho romance in the actors’ 
world now, It is all paint, and spangie, and trick, 
gnd the people know it, and a good many of them 
are coing it as amateurs. The old line between 
the profession and the public is swept away, and 
the glory has departed from the realm of sock and 
buskin. These are Manager Macauley’s views of 
the theatrical situation. He is trying to pull 
through his season, bat if the worst comes he says 
he’s a good bookbinder, 

FOREIGN NOTES. 

Mr. Gilbert’s new play, “ Engaged,’ which 
was looked upon as a failure, is said to bé filling 
he treasury at the Haymarket. It is very 
difficult to know a money success from a failure 
nowadays, the ‘free admission ’’ system having 
grown into such startling dimensions. 

The London’ correspondent of a New York 
paper says: ‘Mr. Charles Matthews was go ill 
on the stage in a provincial theatre a few weeks 
ago that the curtain had to go down in the 
niidst of anact.

MUSIC, 

THE WEEK WHICH HAS JUST CLOSED, 
although foliowing upon the continuous weeks 
of opera and concerts, has fully kept up with 
them in musical interest growing out of concerts 
and musical excitements caused by the 
rivalries of two prominent songstressés, which 
have found their Way into print, through their 
proclivity t6 talk as well as to sing, though 
neither do the former as well as the latter. 
Although neither ¢an agree upon the construc- 
tion of the arditi cadenza, upon the proper 
temperature of sleeping-cars, upon the owner- 
ship of certain songs which belong to neither, 
upon Mr, Crosby's. managerial abilities, upon 
each other’s positions as artists, upon 
Mr. Strakoseh’s contracts, or anvthing else, ex- 
cept that there is no quarrel between them, the 
concerts have been none the less 
pleasant on that account. The great* pub- 
lic cares very little about the small battles 
of artists behind the seenes, so long as they do 
They may even 
pull hair, make up taces, and call each other 
“hateful things,’’ so long as they appear 
amiable on the stage and sing their best. For- 
tunately, on this occasion, the avimosities of 
the week impelled both to give us their very 
efforts, and it mav be said that neither 
Miss Cary nor Miss Kellogg ever sang better 
before. They were making a very loud bid for 
popular favor, and thus the thousands who went 
to that huge hole in the ground so absurdly 
called the Tabernacle, not only got theirmoney’s 
worth, jut considerably more, by the well-known 
confidence game of encoring. Tobe sure we 
had nothing but the show pieces which have 
been sung all to tatters,and poor Mr. Pease 
might as well have played a jewsharp as a 


piano, but the audiences were big, and as 
enthusiastic as they were big, and 
pretended they were as  comfort- 


able as if they were in upholstered arm-cbairs 
instead of hard-Dottomed seats, and in a brill- 
iantly decorated opera-house instead of the 
cellar consecrated by Moody, and some day to 
be devated to Mammon. If these concerts have 
proved anything at all, it is that this Taberna- 
cle, notwithstanding Sankey’s song victories and 
the good texts so liberally scattered about, is no 
fit place for a concert given to civilized beings, 
and it is sincerely to be hoped, for the sake of 
musical enjoyment, that the owners of it will 
hereafter refuse to allow it to be used for secu- 
lar purposes, so far as they are connected with 
music.

Upon the 
whole, it was an exceedingly creditable per- 
formance, the quartette being decidedly stronger 
than that of last year, and the chorus showing 


manifest improvement, especially in the 
tenors. The geveral effect was  un- 
doubtedly lesseved by the orchestra, 


which was at times too powerful for the voices 

but this might be obviated if the stage would 
allow of carowtas the orchestra more in the 
centre or even to the rear of the singers. Now 
that the chorus has become accustomed to the 
orchestra, we may expect a still better —- 
ance next Tuesday evening, when the Requiem 
will be repeated in the same hall. Those who 
have not ye heard this majestic Mass should 
not fail to do so, especially as the opportunity 
may not soon occur again of hearing it with 
orchestra. In this connection the following 
extract from a letéer written from Vienna by 
Octavia Hensel tothe New York Home Journal 
will give sume idea of its recent performance in 
Vienna. She says: 

This evening Verdi's ‘*Requiem ” was given at 
the Imperial] Opera. The soloiste were Frau Marie 
Wilt, Frauiein Treamel, Herr Waiter, and Herr 
Rokitansky, aided by the Music Verein. The cur- 
tain rose on what seemeda large Zitiersaal, hung 
in crimson satin, and lighted by asuperb chandelier 
of crystal. Orchnest¥a and chorus were grouped on 
either side of the @tagein form of a horseshoe. 
The stringed instruments and cornets on the right 
of the stage, the chorus on the left, while a few 
trumpets were grouped behind the tenors on the 
extreme left. The ladies were all dressed in white 
with long biack veils; the altos were seated as the 
curtain rose, but the sopranos enteringto take 
their places in frenmt gave very graceful effect. 
After they were all seated the stage looked as if a 
silver and ebony horseshoe had been placed on a 
hill of crimson velvet, only the horseshoe was 
divided by an aisle leading toa large arched door- 
way at the rear of the stage, through which the 
soloista, followed by Director Ricater, came for- 
ward to their velvet fauteuils by the footlights. 
In the first portion. of the ** Requiem,” the 
‘*Recoraare’’ ana the **‘Lacrymosa’’ pleased the 
best. Rokitansky sang superbly, but the trumpet 
solos in the ‘** Dies Ire’’ were far from well 
played, Fraulein Tremel has a very fine con- 
traito, and I never heard ‘*Recordare’’ better 
rendered. But the gem of the evening was the 
** Domine Jesu.”’ sch arltste seemed striving to 
blend her voice with the other, while bass and 
tenor gave the just measure their parts required. 
It was not a contest, as is too often the case in 
some American concert-rooms, where the singers 
do their best in their Own line, and the four parts 
are distinctly and separately heard. Oh, no, it 
was ‘‘a perfect whole,”’ an even volume of sound 
that filled the house with its exquisite harmony. 

THE APOLLO CLUB’S CONCERT. 

The Apollo Club will give their first concert 
for the season of 1877-78 on Thursday evening, 
Dec. 6, at McCormick Hall, and it promises to 
be one of the most enjoyable ever given by this 
favorite Society.

people who have usually been considered strictly 
orthodox, and I propose to show (aside from 
any argument deducible from the Bible against 


‘ it) that the doctrine is necessarily illogical and

admits of easy refutation. 

Its advocates and believers claim that sinners 
deserve everlasting punishment, and that there- 
fore God’s-justice requires its. infliction; but if 
sinners do deserve it, then this conclusion fol- 
lows, viz.: It is impossible that they should 
ever get their deserts. , 

“Why impossible?”” Iam asked. 

Impossible, in the very nature of things, for 
when the lost soul shal! have suffered through 
moré centuries than there are atoms of matter in 
the whole material universe, including ail suus 
and systems and nebulz, and when, having 
finished this immeasurable term, it begins 
again, and goes through it again and the tbird 
time, so on to the hundredth, and thousandth, 
and billionth time, what then# ‘‘ The Lord, 
the Lord God, just and true, -merciful and 
gracious,” is not yet satisfied or appeased, and 
tie sinver has not yet received his deserts. 

And however long the period may be, it is ut- 
terly impossible that it Should ever be so pro- 
tracted as to constitute a millionth part of 
eternity. Consequently if man deserves eternal 
punishment he never can, by any possiblity, re- 
ceive a millionth part of his deserts. Examine | 
this proposition critically and see if it is not 

ytrue. Deity has allowed on this theory 
many thousands of millions of human beings, 
creatures of His hand, to run up 4 score of 
iniquity so great, a debt so vast,that a millionth 
part of it never can be punished. 

Never can be punished. For whatever point 
in eternity the suffering sinner may reach, he 
never can by any possibility get a millionth 
part of the way through. Thus the absurd 
theory of the infinite guilt of man} would leave 
Deity foiled and His justice forever unappeased. 

What horrible creatures mortals must be it 
they are so fou! and black with sin. so degraded 

corrupt that al! the penal fine: of the pit 
can never purge away a millionth part of their 
goilt! Whyhasthe Almighty suffered such a 
race of d lical monsters to continue on the 
earth? hy has He given them the sunshiue 
and the rain and made their habitations glori- 
surrounded them with all the bouynti- 

ful belougings of His land? 

Nay, why is He continuing to create them to- 

and sending them into this lower world, 
the pictures of innocence and infantile loveli- 
ness, and more resembling the seraphs that sur- 
surround His throne than the fiends which the 
most of them must hereafter become, if this 
teaching is true? 

The general belief which this doctrine has so 
long obtained is not a weighty argument in its 
favor, for we know that the now abhorred doc- 
trine of infant damnation was also once exten- 
sively believed. Old-fashioned Calvinists held 
out no hope for children, even an hour old, ex- 
cept elect infants, and “agonized parents were 
taught that these dear innocents, without a 
taste of life, were hurried into hell, there 
amidet raging flames forever to expiate the sip 
of Adam! 

I nave not a doubt that there will be readers 
of these lines who do not know anda wiil not 
easily credit the story that such a doctrine was 
once widely taught and widely accepted by 
sensible good menand women. Mothers, 


too! 

Well, this horrible phantasmagoria has passed 
away: the belief in material firc, even for aduits, 
bas © practically repudiated; but ite advo- 
cates still make a stand on some kind af endless 
mental agony which, as | once heard an Episco- 
pai clergyman (proh pudor!) say, will be still 
worse than real fire, be-ause the type is always 
worse than the thing typilied! He has gone to 
his accouut wow, poor man. I hope he has at- 
tained to juster views of his Creator. 

Do you believe that man’s guilt is infinite? 
Look at yonder sportive lad who has attained 
the age of moral responsibility, and yet who is 
many years short of manhood. He is affection- 
afe, nd, generous, humane, the idol, per- 
haps, of too indulgent parents, but he is 
impulsive and passionate at times, lacks 
self-denial and self-control, and yields, 

and again, to some of those many 
temptations to sin which peculiarly beset the 
young. He is cutoff suddenly without time for 


- Fepentance, and a train of weeping, heart-broken 


mourners follow him to the grave. 

Then look at that young, beautiful by frivo- 
lous girl, who, at a similar age, in the full pursuit 
oi the alluring joys of ‘this world, is suddenly 
taken out ofit. She has been a loving but not 
quite obedient daughter; a kind but wayward 
friend; no open sin can be laid to her charge, 
but she has sipped where she could at Life’s 
honeyed fouuts and has thought of little be- 


yond. 

Now, do you tell me that these butterflies of 
God’s hand are so foul and black with guilt that 
all eternity is required to punish them! That 
they come short of eternal life may be true, and 
itis terrible enough to fear that they may not 
* enter into the rest "’ of the people of God, and 
that they may be stricken forever from 
existence. Butif they have, as St. Paul savs, 
* Judged themselves uuworthv of eternal life,” 
shall we, therefore. believe that the Almighty 
Father will keep them in existence forever, for 
the sole of punishing them forever! 

But let me ask, is there anysuch thingas a 
real belief in. this porniiying doctrine 
of everlasting punishment? } Christians, 
even the most carnest of them, act asif they 

’ pelieved it? Do clergymen, even those of the 

warmest school, act as if they believed it? I 

would not say or hint aword against the clergy. 

They are coreg _— and chitivated men: 

they constitute ighest ornaments of socie- 

ty; and, bad as this wicked world is, it would be 
immeasurably worse but for them. But if this 
awful teaching is true, if more than halt the

| Do they ever take a man aside and shudder- 
ingly assure him that he is tottering on the 
brink of an abyss of infinite woe, and that if he 
takes a fatal plunge his wail will come up from 
its awful depths torever and forever!

The best of them can 
pursue their secular business zealously six davs 
in the week, and they can chaffer about the 
price of dry goods or other commodities with 
an unsaved man without stopping to warn him 
of his infinite danger. | 

How can such people, entertaining such be- 
lief, how can they waste the infinitely precious 
moments in earning a few paltry dollars! 
Should we not rather expect to hear them say 
to their customers across the counter: 

“ Weil, my friend, the price of these goods 
is of no consequence! Take them at your own 
valuation! Take them as a free gift—only come 
with me to church and save vour souls. Do not 
delay! Heaven stands open above us! Hell 
yawns beneath us,—an endless héll,—come and 
learn how to escane it!’’! 

Wouid hot this be reasonable? Yes, perfectly 
reasonable and perfectly right for the believers 
in this creed: it would reflect honor upon them ; 
nay, it would be Godlike in them, and it would 
be utterly inexcusable in them not to do it, or 
todo anything less than this. I ask, then, is 
there any evidence of any real practical beliet in 
this doctrine—a belief, | mean, producing com- 

mensurate results? Have not the instincts of 
common sense triumphed over the irrational 
dogma of the schools?

THE PAPAL POLICY. 


A JESUIT “SAT DOWN ON”? BY THE PCPE—NO 
RECONCILIATION WITH VICTOR EMANUEL. 
London Times. 

An incident has occurred in Italy which has 
caused a good deal of sensation and shows that 
there is more or less of what our politicians 
call “‘weakening’’ among the extreme Ultra- 
montanes. Father Cenci, a Jesuit of considera- 
ble distinction, over fifty years a member of the 
order in good standing and a preacher of some 
renown, in a preface to a volume of his sermons 
published in 1873 took up the idea, first$put for- 
ward in 1861 by Monsignor Liverani, that the 
Pope should in some manner reconcile bim- 
self with the Kingdom of Italy. His 
remarks caused considerable disgust at 
the Vatican, which was made known to 
him. He then, by way of defending 
himself, wrote a memotr in June, 1875. address- 
ed to the Pope, and setting forth his plan in full. 
No notice appears to have been taken of it at 
the time, but by some indiscretion part of it got 
into print, and this caused tue Pope to direct 
the General of the Order to expel Father Cenci, 
which was accordingly done. Then there was a 
chuckie among the Italian Liberals, and then 
the Usservatore Romano denied that he had been 
expelled, and then the Father bimself pub- 
lished a declaration acknowledging his expul- 
@ion, but testifving to the rectitud® of his in- 
tentions and his entire submission gto the au- 
thonty of his ecciesiastical su ors, and 
solemnly requesting the pewspapers tO take no 
further notice of him. 

The memoir to the Pope has now been pub- 
lished in exrtenso, and is a verv curious and in- 
teresting document, but could hardly be sur- 
vassed in naivete. The writer says that nobody 
who bas spoken or written to him about the 
views enunciated in his preface, ana which first 
gave offense, has attempted to deny their truth- 
fulness; that the restoration of the temporal 
power as it stood before 1870 is an impossibility 
—the political and moral condition of Europe 
forbias it, and forbidsit more and more: that 
the attempt to raisc it to the dignity of a dogma 
is full of misfortune for the Church and Italy; 
that the separation of earnest Catholics from 
the political life of Italy leaves a Christian na- 
tion at the mercy of Atheists, and causes the 
Italian Liberals to regard the Church 


as a deadly enemy, whose mete 
is necessary to their own safety, 4a 


forees the Italian Government inte alliance 
with heretical Germany, and the heretical Slavs 
of Eastern Europe, to the great danger of tbe 
Latin race and faith. As no thange is to be 
looked for from the policy of. combat, he pro- 
poses that the Pope should accept Italy as it is 
and pronounce Victor Emanuel the legitimate 
Kiug, in return for the acknowledgment of 
himself as a kind of Suzerain of all Italy, and 
for proper. provision tor his residence in Rome. 
Victor Emanuel would then dissolve the Cham- 
bers, and choose anew ‘Christian ministry,” 
which would fill the offices with persons favor- 
able to the new policy, which a Christian press 
would explain to the country. All being 
ready, a general election would be ordered, 
and the Government would use all the 
means at its disposal, including the priests and 
Bishops, tojsecure a * large Christian majority,”’ 
which the father has no doubt it could do, and 
the Church and State would live happily ever 
after. The paper is very powerful as an argu- 
ment agains, tne present policy of the Vatican, 
but the constructive part of it is causing a g 

deal of aniusementa@among the mundane politi- 
cians. It shows, however, that the idea of sur- 
render on some terms is growing among the 
more rational clergy. As regards the future of 
this idea, it is worthy of notice that the Roman 
correspondent of the London Times, in describ- 
ing the Cardinals who will;probably weigh most 
in the election of the next Pope--cight in all— 
sets down all but ome as mén of either liberal, 
compromising tendencies or careless Gallios. 
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MORAL REFORM. 
MORE HONESTY AND LESS DOGMA NEEDED. 
To the Editor of the Nation, 

Irmaca, N. Y., Nov., 30.—Sir: The recent 
article of the Nation on *“* The Church as an 
Aid to Good Conduct,” in which reference is 
made to the number of culprits in the late cases 
of fraud and defalcation who were professing 
Christians, and the question asked why religion 
does not act more powerfully as a rule of con- 
duct, is interesting as a recoguition of some of 
the facts of the case and as the. opening of a 
subject which verv mueh needs discussion; but 
the answer it gives—that it is because people 
have lost faith in the fall, the atonement, the 
resurrection, the supernatural authority of 
Jesus Christ, and generally in the dogmatic 
part of Christianity, and because they do not 
believe with the assurance they once did 
in a future state of punishment where they will 
be damned for sin—is it not based on a very par- 
tial view of the facts? If this reason were the 
true one, then manifestly those parts of the 
Church and those nations and ages of the world 
which have believed, and do believe, in these 
doctrines the most implicitly ought to be the 
ones Which are the most upright and moral 
while those which have relaxed from them the 
farthest ought to show the largest amount of 
unrighteousness and immorality. Such, how- 
ever, is notoriously not the case. Who will 
speak of the Middle Ages, those times of the 
most rigid and unquestioned dogmatic the- 
ology, as being pre-eminently the times 
| when the principles of the Gospel were 

made the rule of life? What are we to say of 
the fact that the Roman Catholic Church, the 
place where the fall, the atonement, the resur- 
rection, the supernatural authority of Jesus 
Christ, and the damnation of the wicked are 
taught and believed more faithiully than any- 
where else, is the one which furnishes our State 
prisons and our baunts of vice and ignorance 
with a large part of all their inmates? Is it 
among the brigands of Italy, and to those na- 
tious of Southern Europe that accept ali these 
doctrines of the old conservative orthodoxy, 
and scores of others like them, without a ques- 
tion, that the world turns for its shining exam- 
pies of honesty and morality?

There can be no question as to the reality of 
thisseparation. It{is notorious that with the great 
majority of teachers, alike in the Protestant 
and Roman Catholic Churches, the emphasis of 
preaching is iaid now, and has been for ages, 
on the d atic and pietistic elements of re- 
ligion rather than on the moral afd practical— 
on faith and feeling and not on deeds and prin- 
ciples. Whatis the grand object of ail those 
vation’’ which constitute so large 


of Christendom have been 
for “gir are occupied 
showing that personal merit has wvothing 
to do with salvation, but that 1t was al] wrought 
out for-the believer 1,800 years ago thrcugh the 
merits of Jesus Christ. Even with those preach- 
evs who recognize in some degree the impor- 
tance of the moral element of Christiantty, and 
make it a prominent part of their preaching— 
as, of course, thousands do—it is not an equal 
factor of religion, good in ité own nature, not as 
a quality which of itself and independent of 
faith in Christ will ever help in the salvation of 
the soul, but only as an offshoot of picty, and 
dependent for all its value on its being done out 
of love to God. To be a good citizen and an up- 
right and honest mfan, never to have sold a vote, 
or watered the stock of a failroad, or cheated 
‘the fatherless and the widow through a 
savings-bank or an insurance company, and 
never to have put one’s hand wrongl[ully into the 
United Sattes Treasury, all these are repre- 
sented as utterly worthless, from the religious 
point of view. as compared with one drop of the 
atoning blood of Jesus Christ. The highest 
virtues of the natural heart, honesty, fidelity, 
and personal goodness, all these of which we 
have to-day so much need in society, in trade, 
in government, in the Cburch itself, have been 
stigmatized over and over again as only “* the 
filthy rags of our own righteousness,”’ Get a 
new heart, plant within you new principles of 
lite, fill your sow! with love to Christ and faith 
in His blood—this the Church has said is the 
true way of getting good morality, this the 
thing, and the only thing, which is needed to 
control arid perfect the conduct. And while the 
traitor, the cheat, and the murderer, spend- 
ing their whole lives im sin and then 
using some word of faith at the last gasp, 
have been represented as going directly to the 
peace and joy of Heaven, the man who [or 
seventy vears bas been a good neighbor and 
upright citizen, but bas had no such technical 
religious experience, is spoken of as eternally 
damned, Or, at best, as having in his death no 
hope! 

Row could it be otherwise than that such 
teaching should result sooner or Jater in break- 
ing down the power of religion as a rule of 
life, and bringing into the Church and into the 
worlda great flood of immorality? If good 
morals and good works are of no more value in 
saivftion than good muscles and good health, 
as the world has been reptgtedly told; if the 
soul isto be saved wholly bythe merits of 
Christ and not atall by itsown, as the pulpit 
for ages has been proclaiming; if piety will 
produce evervthing, including honesty, and 
honesty nothing at all, not even itself, 
then it is almost inevitable that the moral ele- 
ment of religion should be negiected. Men will ' 
always raise that ip erry the same as in 
material things, which will gaim them the most 
good in the markets to whieh itis to be sent, 
whether of heaven or earth, leaving that which 
is uncalled for, no matter how precious it may 
be in itself, unsought and undone. 

It is this very thing which has happened in 
the Chureh, [t has planted to the§spirit, alone, 
planted only one kind of seed, and now it won- 
ders that it does not get two kinds of fruit, 
morality and piety; wonders that its religion 
does not act more powerfully on the conduct 
and the life; nas toturu aside, like the Episcopal 
Convention the other day fa Bostong from its 
work of stopping sin inthe world—what a satire 
6n its methods!—and ask anxiously how it can 
stop it among its own members. It is a repeti- 
tion of the verv thivg that was charged of old 
avainst the Pharisees—making the law of God 
of none effect by their traditions, rendering the 
everlasting principles of righteousness power- 
less by the deliverance of a dogmatic theology. 
There are some errors, the same as some truths, 
whose seed it takes the ages toripen. And the 
slurs that holy men for centuries have been 
uttering against moral#y and our own personal 
righteouspess—how can we help putting the two 
things togéther?! are they not in the strictest 
manner cause and effect!—are now producing, 
not only in the world but in the Church, their 
legitimate fruit of dishonesty, fraud, and cor- 
ruption, 

And the remedy, the means. by which the 
Church can make religion act more powerfully as 
a rule of-conduct: it is simply to begin where it 
left off ages ago and bring up the morai ele- 
ment of religion side by side with the spiritual. 
Not one word is to be said against piety itself. 
There is no possible danger of the world having 
too muchof it. The emphasis laid. upon it 
never for one moment has been too great. The 
only trouble is in baving been emphasized at 
the expense of mofality and in men’s trying to 
make it do the work of two separate things. 
It is contrary to the Bible, contrary to reuson, 
contrary to tie whole analogy of nature, to 
suppose that one can plant to the spiritual 
faculties aud reap a moral fruit. God has 
given to every seed its own body; whatsoever 
aman soweth tuat also shall he reap. These 
are the two great untrespassable laws alike 
of the world and the soul. ‘The Church might 
as weil evpect grapes to grow off of thistles, or 
corn aud wheat off of rose-bushes, as that non- 
esty and uprightness will come of piety and 
love.. Both are good in their places, both help- 
ful to each other, when they once are started. 
But if the Churca wauts both, then the only sen- 
sible way is to plant both kmds of seed—plant 
nature, honor and respect it, just 
the same as it hasto that of the spit. It is 
time we got rid of the old slur abe@ut “ preacn- 
ing mere moralitv’’; time that we were done 
with sacrificing the grandest interests of society 
and hunijanity on the altar of an artificial dog- 
ma; time that we were done With bearing men 
like Froude ‘testify that all their lives in 
a Christian land 7 ‘have never heard 
one sermon on the simple duty of h; ty. The 
inculcation of horfesty, goodness, t fsobrictyv, 
and personal righteousness—that is the only 
God-ordained way in which’ we can have honest, 
good, true, sober, and righteous men. And 
when the Church does this with the same en- 
thusiasm and earbestness that it has used so 
long in preaching piety, then, and not till then, 
will it make religion act pdweftully as a rule of 
conduct.

The leading Presbyterian Church, however, in 
the Northwest, is the one at Portland, and its 
helping hand has been extended to all parts of Ore- 
gon and Washington.

With a rare combination of preaching power, pas- 
toral skill, and executive ability, he became at 
once the recognized leader of our hosts in the 
Northwest, and bas continued to be first and fore- 
most im every movement towards the extension of 
our Presbyterian Zion.

W. McCoy and hia labors at Snohomish, where the 
Presbyterians had just erected good church build- 
ing’ and crowned it with a bell; also of the Rev. 
George Whitworth at Seattle and vicinity. Mr.

The situation is a beautiful 
ove for a colony and for educational institu- 
tions, 


The Church Journal expresses the opinion 
that the churches are becoming weary of un- 
settled opinion in ministers. It says: * The 
practical laity are coming to the conclusion that 
it is not their mission to be the material tor the 
experiments of unfledged theologists. The re- 
sult is a growing disposition to .look for men 
who have come to fixed con lusions, and who 
are not going to put the minds of menina 
strain of discovering which are true, the no 
tions of the active-minded young Rector this 
year or his notions last.”’ ? 


The complaint is made that in some well- 
known colieges Jews are excluded from secret 
societies. Columbiais referred to particulariv 
as an institution from which many Jews have 
been graduated with high honors, notwith- 
standing which no Jew is allowed to become a 
member of any one of the seven socicties in the 
college. In the words of the article mentioned, 
“The door is shut against the Jew. He has no 
right to take oo in the social meetings of his 
classmates, He is branded, in their eves, with 
the indelible scarlet letter, and the finger of 
‘scorn is pointed at him.” 


The Consistory at Rome has just canonized 
the second American saint. Up to the present 
fear, Saint Rose, of Lima, has been the only 
resident of this continent that enjoyed canon- 
ization. The present recipient of these honors 
is to be known as Marvy of the Incarnation. She 
was nota natiye of America, although most oi 
her life was spent and all of her wood deeds 
done here. Marie Guyart, now Saint Mary of 
the Incarnation, was a native of France, who 
came over to Quebec in the earliest days of its 
settlement, Asa nun, she wrought those wood 
works among the Indians of Canada and North- 
ern New York for which she was canonized a few 
davs ago. 

St. Paul’s Methodist Episcopal Church of 
New York City, Dr. O. 4. Tiffany, pastor, is the 
strongest and most wealthy cliurch in the New 
York Conterence, and yet the Conference never 
meets there. The membership numbers 630 
and the Sabbath-school 321 scholars and teach- 
ers. The church property is valued at $300,000, 
and the benevolent contributions of the society 
last year amounted to $11,787.70. At the re- 
ception tothe Missionary Committee and Bishops 
afew evenings ago, Dr. Tiffany picaged the 
church for an advance ‘all along the line” of 
benevolent collections. It is now the banner 
church of the denomination inthe United States 
in missionary contributions.

It is doubtful whether the three species which 
naturalists have distinguished among the oys- 
ters of our Atlaatic coast have more than a nom- 
jpal existence. The oyster is so affected by the 
conditions of its life that the progeny of asingle 
parent may represent at maturity the; most 
widely variant forms of oyster-growth. The 
nature of the substance on which an oyster is 
fixed, the consistency of the bed in which it 
rests, the depth, temperature, and saltness of the 
water it lives in; every circumstance of its en- 
yiropment, im fact, is reflected in its shape and 
size, in the character of its shel], and in’ the 
favor of its meat. An oysier which begins its 
settled existence on a scallop-she]i Will catry 
through life the impress of its first resting-place ; 
and the general form of the oyster is as subject 
to the accidents of place and surroundings as 
are the markings of its shell. Left to crowd 
one another ou an irregular surface, oysters 


grow 
CROOKED AND UNSHAPELY. 
Planted op soft mud, into which they sink with 
increasing weight, they build their shells almost 
entirelyon the forward edge, becoming thin- 
shelied and nargew ; and if left long enough to 
struggle agaiust impending suffocation, their 
length will be five or six times their breadth, 
and their meat a mere ribbon of fringed integ- 
‘ument. On a gravelly botto:n in a swift current, 
the same stock grow deep, and broad, and 
massive; and, with abundant growing space, 
develop the oval form, the large and solid 
meat characteristic of the typical Northern 
evster. On ove ground, the shells will be 
soft and heavy; on another, thin, fine, and 
ashard and translucent as porcelain. Thus 
oysters, differing enormously in form and 
character, may be not only of the same 
species, but offspring of the same parent, the 
duration of the infant oyster’s free existence 
being suilicient to allow the members of the 
same brood to be distributed over every variety 
of sea-bottom suitable“for oyster life. It is 
true that the Southern oyster is markedly differ- 
ent from those prevailing between. New York 
Bav and Cape Cod, and these from the still 
more Northern varicty; but the variations 
would seem to be easily accounted for by differ- 
ences in temperature and other outeraal condli- 
tions. Northern oysters transplanted into Vir- 
ginia waters speedily assume the form and oth- 
ernom nally *“ specfic’’ features of the natives 
sf ahat region. In like manner, the Southern 
oysters when brought to the North become 
(when they can endure the climate) the rivals 
of the Northern natives in firmness of flesh 
and depth of body. Asa rule, however, they 
do not maintain themselves more than a single 
season in the colder Northern waters; nor do 
they bear transportation to Europe or to Cali- 
fornia 80 well as the oystere of the North. 
AS FOR COMPARATIVE MERIT, 
thaf’is a mattér which rivals the oyster itself 
in delicacy. in Washington or Baltimore, the 
oyster<lealer will generousiy.admit that it is 
uite possible to find good ovsters outside of 
hesapeake Bay; but, tora * perfect’’ oyster, 
he wili tell you that it is useless to look to any 
other locality. The Philadeiphian is equally 
sure that the estuary of the Delaware is. the 
perfect oyster’s only home,—a_ local prejudice 
which the oyster-eater of New York attributes 
toa deplorable ignorance of what a first-rate 
oyster really is. Doctors differ; and the un- 
prejudiced can only rejoice that, anywhere be- 
tween the parallels of 36 and 40 degrees North, 
ove may find oysters worthy of any human 
palate: Here, in New York, the favorites are, 
first and foremost, the Saddle Rocks,—a variety 
which Jerseymen insist bas been exterminated 
these many years. ‘hey still remain, however, 
not only as direct descendants from the colony 
about the original Saddie Rock, but in many 
other localities in Long igand Sound; 
for it Was not a distinct variety that gave the 
bame its fame, but only an exveptional thrifty 
chance-sown bed of common natives,—a grade 
of oyster that artificial culture easily and con- 
stantiy rivals. Next in rank may be mentioned 
the Blue Points, coming chiefly from Great 
South Bay, Long Island, the same as the form- 
er in stock, but bred under different conditions, 
and so differing somewhat in flayor. The prod- 
ucts of Shrewsbury River, N. d., probably come 
next; these were formerly transplanted natives 
of Newark Bay, improved by development inthe 
favorable waters of the Shrewsbury ; but more 
recently, we are informed, the seed is commonly 
brought from Long Island Sound. 
TWENTY YEARS AGO 
the oyster business was carried on at the North 
very much as it pow is in more Southern wa- 
ters. The natural beds were mercilessly 
dredged,—as they stll are, for that matter,— 
and the perpetuation of the supply was left for 
the most part to accident. Occasionally a man 
who owned a mill-pond, or claimed the control 
of a limited natural bed in shallow water, 
would endeavor to make up for the deficien- 
cies of Nature by the importation of seed 
from the Hudson or elsewhere; but, for all 
that, the supply naan | diminished. The mo- 
ment a chance-sown bed was discovered a fleet 


ravages of the star-sh and other enemies of 
the. oyster, and its utter extermination was 
seriousiy threatened. 

From time to time local laws were enacted 
restricting the amount of oysters that might be 
taken by any one man in one day, and forbid- 
ding the working of oyster-beds @uring the sum- 
mer season; but these afforded no real protec- 
tion to the more valuable natura! beds in deep 
water, while the close time, fro.n which so much 
was expected, proved a hindrance rather than 
an advantage to the multiplication of spat. One 
other law, however, indirectly and unwittingly 


* furnished a basis for the development of Amer- 


can ovster-culture,—the only really practical 
and profitable system of oyster-propagation the 
world has seen. To enlist her citizens 
in the work of restoring and preserving 
the oyster-beds of the Sound, the State 
of Connecticut passed an act granting to 
any resident of the coast the privilege of 
having surveyed and set off for his own use a 
small area of Sound-bed, not already productive, 
on the sole condition that it be stocked and 
kept withoysters. immediatelya large number 
of such claims were entered, and there wasa 
romise of a great renewal of once famous 

is which had been depleted by overdredging 
or by the ravages of star-fish. but the promise 

WAS NOT FULFILLED. 

The measures adopted for restocking the 
grounds were inadequate or useless, nothing 
was done to insure the fixing of spat, or to pro- 
tect fromi the attacks of their enemies such 
young ovsters as chance supplicd; and, when a 
bed happened to be successtul, it was more 
likely to be stripped by thieves than to yield a 
profit to the owner. Only those who were di- 
rectly and constantly employed in the business 
could manage such property advantageously; 
and gradualiy (and in spite of strenuous oppo- 
tition from those who refused to recog- 
nize the: authority of the State to divert 
» individuals what had always been 
common right) the more valuable allot- 
ments of oyster land fell into the Lands of pro- 
fessional oystermen. 

At the time referred to, twenty years or 80 
ago, there were among the oystermen of Nor- 
walk two young men, brothers, by the name of 
Hoyt, who held possessionof a few acres of 
pyster-ground, which they annually replen- 


ished with seed brought from the Hud- 
son River. The* young oysters, attach- 
od to empty shells and other rubbish, 


were usually gathered and transplanted in the 
jummer-time, when nothing was doing in the 
‘egular oyster-trade; and it was repeatedly ob- 
yerved that laterin the season a pleutiful crop 
bf still younger oysters had established them- 
vlves on the imported seed. 
WHENCE DID THEY CoME? 

Were theyimported with the others when too 
imall to be seen, or Were they the offspring of 
native oysters spawning on the spot! If the 
latter were true, why should not the spat be 
equally plentifu! where no planting had been 
jone? The question’ was hard to answer. Even 
upong professional naturalists, at that time, 
‘he physiology of the reproduetion of oysiers 
was an unsolved mystery. Yet our young oys- 
ermen were confident that there must be a rea- 
sou for what they saw, and that, if they could 
once master it, they would not only be saved 
the cost of bringing seed from but they

Oo emit spawn in abundance, the young cr 
would be a total failure. A clew of onthe g 
tery was fast found «in noticing that 
with a general failure of spat certain locali- 
ties would be found in the fall thickly set 
with young oysters: and these were places 
which had been mach dug over during the sum- 
mer by men tonging for clams. Further, it was 
observed that objects known to have been lost 
overboard during the spawning season,—tongs 
and dredges, rubber -mpcts, bottles, anchor- 
stones, clam-shells opened for fish-bait, and so 
on—would be found in the fall well covered 
with young oysters, while the surrounding ob- 
jects were quite barren. 
WHY SHOULD THESE THINGS BE? 

Mr. Hoyt not only asked himself this ques- 
tion — and again, but put the question re- 
peatediy to Nature, belieyiug that, the auswer 
would make him master of the secret of suc- 
cessful oyster-breeding. The story of his 
experiments, his unaccountable successes, and 
(at the time) still more unaccountable 

failures, would furnish an entertaining record 
of Yankee acuteness, pluck, and perseverance; 
but there is no space for it here. It is enough 
to say that, after long groping in the dark, he 
began at last to see his way clearly, arriving at 
the following-conclusions, of 
VITAL IMPORTANCE*IN OYSTER-CULTURE: 
first—That the young oysters are born during 
July and August, earlier or Jater according to 
the season, the depth of the water, and other 
externa! conditions. 

Second—That the young oysters, or spat, 
swim freéiy for atime; then attach themselves 
for life to some solid object, if any {bing suitable 
be presented; if not, they die. 

hird—The supporting object, which may be 
any firm substance, must be clean,—that is {rec 
irom the slime that specdily covers everything 
under water. 

for the successful propagation of oysters, 
two conditions are therefore essential: the 
breeding oysters must spawn, and the vagrant 
oyster-brood must be furnished with suitable 
resting-places at the precise moment when they 
are ready to settle down for life. It is in sup- 
plying the latter surely and cheaply. andin a 
way that answers for deep water as well as shal- 
low, that the superiority of American oyster- 
culture consists. And it ig to the credit of Mr. 
Cuaries Hoyt that, two or three years before the 
famous studies and discoveries of Prof. Coste 
were begun in France by command of the 
French Government, he had anticipated them 
alone and unaided; and, more, he had put his 
discoveries to a more successful use, employing 
simpler, more natural, and more economical 
methods of oyster-propagation than the French 
oyster-larmers have attained to even the present 
day. The best of the French methods, the 
** tile-methods,’’ developed by Dr. Kemmerer, 
of St. Martins, Isle de Re, is at once feeble and 
enormously expensive compared with the 
American method; and its application is 
limited almost exclusively to flats daily laid 
bare by the tide. In our climate such opera- 
tions would not survive the first cold winter, 
even if it were possible to produce oysters by 
them at anything like the price which oysters 
bring ® our markets. 

Though simple, 

THE INTERNAL STRUCTURE) 

of the oyster is much more curious and inter- 
esting than might be supposed. Let us 

eXamine one as it lies, a tempting morsel, on 

the half-shell before us. At first sight it seems 
to consist of two almost structurele’s parts. 
only,—a centrai tourh portion, commonly mis- 
called the heart, anda larger mass of whiter 
and more tender substance edged with black. 

The tough part is the strong muscle with which 
the oyster closes and holds together the two 
vaives of its shell. When the muscle is re- 
laxed, the valves are slightly thrust apart by 
meaus of a small elastic ligament in the hinge, 

the ovster’s normal condition at rest being with 

its doors a iittle ajar. The softer portion of the 

oyster’s body comprises the various organs of 
life, common to all animals of the higher grades. 

The pulsating, purse-like transparent yin’ 
the cavity back of the great muscle, is the heart. 

In spite of the rough usage the animal has re- 

ceived in the process of opening, the heart keeps 

ou slowly beating. Life persists,—sensitive life, 

too, as readily appears on touching the~-border 

of fringe around the oyster’s outer edge. 

See how it shrinks from the touch as though 

in pain. And notice the quivering motion 

vf the filaments of the dark border when 

looked at througlf a magnilying glass. It is 

by the movement of these fleshy threads, 

or cilia, that the oyster keeps up the circu- 

lation of water through and arvund its body to 

serve the purpose ol respiration and the cap- 

ture of food. Lift up the upper flap of the 

fleshy mantle which covers the animal’s viscera. 

The four-fold series of frills thus disclosed are 

the oyster’s gills. Carefully cut away the 
lifted flap, and the greater part of the oyster’s 

internal economy 

WILL BE LAID BARE. 

Very little requires special explanation. The 
current setin motion by the cilia flows down- 
ward toward the hinge, passing to the mouth 
tnrough the tentacles, which, like 6 -nsi- 
tive lips, select from the contents of the stream 
the living atoms which constitute the oyster’s 
food; for the #yster is not. an omnivorous 
scavenger, as has been thought, buta dainty 
feeder, Subsisting entirely on living 
organisms. 
arcund the muscle; and are cast out with 
the stream, which, taking up in _ its 
subsequent “ourse the wast@and refuse of the 
system, serves as a Common sewer to this close- 
walled realm. The stomach lies below the 
mouth, concealed by other organs; 80 also does 
the large and important organ, the liver; and 
the two usually contain digestive juices enough 
not only forthe oyster’s need, but also for the 
need of the man. who eatsit. It is this abil- 
ity of the uncodked oyster to digest itself 
that makes it such a welcome morsel to the 
stomach of the dyspeptic. 

Sexually, the gyster is complete in itself, the 
ova being produced and fertilized by the same 
individual; and every mature oyster is capable 
of being the parent of miilions. Reproduction 
begins the third or fourth year. The ova are 
not at once cast upon the water for develop- 
ment, as in.the case of most other mokusks, 
but are retained in the folds of the gills for 
hatching. At an early stage the ova are fecun- 
dated; and, bursting the capsules which con- 
tain them, they swim freelyin a thick white 
fluid prepared for their reception. At this time 
the oyster is said to be in “milk.” Gradu- 
ally the fluid thickens, until the swarming 
young are ready to be turned from thei: parental 
shelter to shift for themselves. Then they are 
ejected in 

PUFFS OF MILKY CLOUD, 

the pasty coasting of each young oyster quickly 
hardeving into a delicate shell as soon as it 
comes in contaet with seawater. At this stage 
the young trv have little likeness to’ tier 
parent; but their free life quickly ends. Their 
sbell thickens, and, losing their capacity for 
swimming, they are forved to adopt the settled 
life of their kind,—unless they happen to set- 
tle on the back of a crab or other traveling ob- 
ject. 

The prime secret of successful oyster-breed- 
ing lies, as already noted, in capturing the 
young vagrant just at the time the character of 
their hfe changes. In this it will not do to 
trust to Nature alone,—in other words, to ac- 
cident. Nature fails too frequently; so Art 
steps inand makes sure that the conditions 
under which Nature succeeds are uniformly 
secured at the critical mombnt. 

The oyster-furmer’s work falls naturally into 
two parts. During the ler months he is 
chiefly engaged in harvesting his crop and pre- 
paring it for market. As warm weather ap- 
pruacnes, he begins the more specific work of 
making ready for the spawning season. As the 
oyster requires from tliree to five years to 
ma.ure, it is evident that the grounds of any 
extensive grower will present béds of oysters 
in various stages of development, with other 
areas from which the matured crop has just 
been gathered. In no case, however, will 
the oysters of any bed be of absolutely uniform 
age. It would be a profitiess task to take all 
tise oysters from a ficld; and there is ~everally 
ap abundance !eft after a crop bas been gathered 
to supply any desired amount of spawn, in case 
the ground should be wanted for: breediug-pur- 
poses.’ 

As the work of gathering for market slackens 
in May, the oysterman begins to 

‘COMB "’ THE BEDS 

that contain bis growing stock, by means of 
cyarse-mesbed dredges. Imthis operation, the 
oysters which bave settied into the mud during 
the winter are lilted out, scoured of slime, anu 
icosely scattered upon the surface. At the 
same time the larger clusters are removed and 
broken up for transplanting to thinner beds; 
the predatory star-tish and wheiks are caught 
and killed, and the ground is left ip conditiou 
to receive kindly the young spat. which will soon 
swarm in the water. 

The propagating beds receive a very different 
treatment. On these theré will bea few oid 
ovasters left for seed, or selected oysters will be 
placed there as @ brood-stock; and, as spawning 
time approaches, the oyster-farmer will make 
ready the ‘stools’ which are to afford resting- 
laces for the coming crop In assorting the

starfish, whelks, gravel, etc., which by sunshine 
and shower has freed from mud and animal 
inatter, and otherwise fitted for the reception of 
spat. if the promise of an abundant spawning 
is good, he will supplement this pile of stools 
with some Santtete, perhaps thousands, of 
bushels of clean shells of oysters, clams, seal- 
lops, and the like, and many sloop-loads of 
gravel. The depositing of these stools begins 
as soon as the oysters show signs of spawning. 
Usually four or fiye: hundred bushels of shells 
or from five to six tons of gravel, coarse an 
fine, are uired for each acre of breeding- 
ground,—the shells and gravel being cast upon 
the water by the shovelful as the pvoat drifts 
with the tide. A marked advantage is gained 
by using 
STOOLS OF UNEQUAL 8IZES; 
rently not so much for the greater range of 

vice presented to the young svat, as for the 
mechanical action of thé unequal stuff upon the 
bottom currents. The floating spat doubtless 
takes refuge in the little eddies created by the 
irregular bottom, and remain until ready to 
strike, when otherwise they might be swept 
away and lost. At any rate, it has been repeat- 
edly observed that the mixed stoo!s have ar- 
rested an abundance of spat where the un- 
mixed stools have failed. 

It is not enough that these needed lodging- 
Diaces be scattered over the bottom in readiness 
for the home-seeking spat; they must be in 

roper condition to welcome their expected 
enant,—that is, entirely free from _ siime. 
And, as this slime quickly covers every object 
under water, it is clear that hap-hazard work at 
such a time will net answer. Besides, the pre- 
cis® moment of spawning is determined not by 
the almanac, butby the gécverai character of 
the seagon, the position aud nature of the 
ground, the depth of the water, and so on, and 
mmav be any time between the Ist of July 
and the laet of Aucust. Again, it 
sometimes happens that the spawning proc- 
ess .is aborted; the ova fail to be devel- 
oped: in which case the. most inviting of 
stools would be offered in vain. Thus it 
requires no emall degree cf special inteliigence 
and practical skill to determine when the proper 
moment for stoo!-planting occurs; tor the lack 
of which many have thrown away their stools 
and their labor, and: jumped to the conclusion 
that oyster-breeding is mourea malier of luck 
than of science.

egin to be plainly visible in about a fortnight 
after they strike; under specially favorable con- 
ditions they have been discernable in eight days. 
For the first three or four months their growth 
is slow; alter that they increase in size very 
rapidly. 

Vould you like to see how an oyster-farm 
looks? You may be sure of a pleasant sail, this 
fair October dav, at any rate; for our host, the 
pioneer in successtul oyster-farming, has placed 
a tidy smack at our disposal, and will see to it 
that the. pursuit of kuowlege does not spoil 
companionship or lessen the enjoyment of sea 
and sky. Last summera broad tract lying be- 
tween the islands and yonder wooded shore was 
stocked with breeding oysters and duly planted 
with shelis and gravel; a half-hour’s run down 
the harbor will bring usto it. It is a pretty bit 
of water, backed by low hills, bright with au- 
tumnal colors. Only a few protruding poles 
give indication Of the wealth that lies below the 
surface; let us see what report the dredge 
will give. 

It takes but amoment to cast off the irun- 
jawed bag of netting; in .another minute or 
two the boat comes about, and the catch is 
hauled4{n and éniptied upon the deck. Mere 
rubbish, you are disposed to call the dirty 
mess Of empty shelis and gravel, with only 
two or three fair-sized oysters to keep company 
sprawling spider-crab and a 
couple of star-fish. But look @loser. Here is 
half an oystcr-shell speckled with little brown 
things scarcely larger than pin-heads. They 
are | 

YOUNG OYSTERS 
Count them! Seventy-nine! 
shellat random; you count 1 such spota, 
and there are more on the other side, Those 
golden spots are hot ovsters, but young *“ gin- 
giea’’: the majority are—oysters enough to fill 
a bushel-basket when fully crown. This peb- 
ble, no larger than a hickory-nut, carries a 
score or more; and similarly every particle 
of this seeming rubbish is loaded with 
promises of future profit and enjoyment. 
If no more than one in ten survives, the crop 
will be a good one. Drop the dredge any- 
where on this well-stocked ground and the 
returned. A 
promising pateh, the owner calls it; and, 
indeéd, the acres inclosed by its corner-stakes 
do seem but a patch upon the broad surface of 
this beautiful bay, itself a mere patch compared 
with the square miles of oOyster-fields along the 
Counecticut shore. 

Next summer the spawn of the season just 
passed, grown by that time to the size of a 
nickel coin, will be combed and the clusters 
removed for making up deficiencies on other 
grounds; by the same operation the loose 
** seed’ will be lifted out of the nud, and the 
ground prepared for another failing of spat. 
The second year the combing and thinning will 
be repeated, lest the crop become too crowded; 
and, if all goes weil, a further thinning out will 
be required the year after, by whicb time the 
oysters of this vear’s birth will be ready for 
transference to the fattening-grounds, where 
another year’s development will fit them. for

{n the meantime, the seed (last year’s oysters), 
now being transplanted, will have undergone 
the same course of treatment. There is no 
davger of over-combing, for the seed which 
slips through the meshes of the dredge will be 


all the ground can carry, and the 
more the bottom igs disturbed in this 
way the surer the new crop. The sur- 


plug seed removed in the process of comp- 
ing usually finds a realy market among the 
oyster-growers of adjacent waters, who now 
draw their supplies from the Sound rather than 
from the Chésapeake or other Soutbern waters; 
and latterly a considerable demand has arisen 
for Northern seed for transportation § to 
England and to the Pacific Coast; the 
beginning, mo doubt, of a large and 
profitable trade, likely to make seed-raising a 
specific branch of nad mgr 

Up to this time, however, the foreign demand 
for young oysters has not been of general ad- 
vantage to the home trade. Unable to com- 
pete with foreign buyers in, point of 
price, many Oyster-growers, particularly those 
of Long Island who have not learned to raise 
their own serd, have resolved to plant no more 
oysters until the price of seed is reduced: a 
wise enough resolution, provided they adopt 
the one legitimate and certain means for cheap- 
ening seed, namely: 

ARTIFICIAL PROPAGATION. 

Thus far, unfortunately, they have not taken 
kindly to this good work. Heretofcre they and 
their fatners have been satiatied with the unaid- 
ed efforts of Nature, trusting to chance-sown 
beds of seed for the replenishing of their 
grounds. Whén oystermen were few, the areas 
under cultivation small, and the demand for 
oysters comparatively limited, such happy-go- 
lucky metheds may have answered very weil. 
But times have changed, and men must yield to 
the logic ofevents or retire from the contest. 
The winners in this. as in every other competi- 
tion involving batural processes, must inevitably 
be those who leave nothing to accident,—who 
kuow the conditions under which Nature suc 
ceeds, and skillfully supply such conditions. 

To test the relative beneficence of aided 
andi uvaided nature, let us cast the dredge 
ov uncultivated ground as we proceed to that 
portion of our host’s dumain devoted to oysters 
of maturer growth. Here, in the broad chan- 
nel between the islands, is a tract of common 
ground,—that isto say, it bas always borue 
oysters, and consequently no one has 
ever been allowed to cultivate 
The dredge passes freely over the clean, 
prnvelly bottom, and comes up but scantily 
oaded, though it has been down much longer 
than any previous cast, 

WHAT HAVE WEIN IT? 

The first to attract attention are three or 
four ungainly spider-crabs, ugly but harmiess. 
Half a dozen oysters, mostiv two or three years 
old, a number of half-grown scallops, a multi- 
tude of drilis, gingies, double-deckers, a whelk 
or two, and vérhaps half a peck of smail stones 
and empty ehells,—these worthless commodities 
complete the catch. You may look loug with- 
ont finding a single oyster of this os spawn- 
ing. Observe, however, this ehell with a large 
round hole through one valve. A boring whelk 
did that; and, in killing one oyster, made op- 
portunity fora dozen others to start on the 

dous road to maturity. See these brown 
scales on the clean white of the inner surfaces; 
they are young oysters, which, thanks to the 
wheik, were able to find a timely resting-piace. 
This clani-shell also is fairly well tenanted; it 
was opeped for bait by some summer-fisheriman, 
moet likely, and thrown into the water just in 
time to catch a few spat. But the rest of the 
sbelis aud ail this gtavel must have been too 
foul to receive the spat, and consequentiy the 
prospect is net encouraging for those who may 
wish, four vears hence, to reap the beneiits of 
this common ground. Nature is a careless 
mother at best; and, of the countless millions 
of embryo vysters that swarmed in these wa- 
ters last guiuimer, very few were able to find a 
suitable restiug-place, Nature betrayed them 
at the critical moment, and now thev are not. 
Had these grounds becn subject to individual 
ownership and personal care, they would not 
have been allowed to remain in barrenness 
Whether the general public would have Jost or 
gained by a surrender of its praiitiess right to 
those wi would have made 4 tiousaud oysters 
ae where scarcely One now appears, may be 
eft to reader’s judgment to decide.

A cable’s length away, a 
bottom quite as good as this would have yield- 
ed nothing of value. Here the dredge comes up 
LOADED WITH OYSTERS, 
the most of them ranging in size from a silver 
uarter to a half-dollar piece. They are now in 
their secoud year, a fewin clusters of two or 
three, but the majority single, and ailshowing the 
rounded outline which delights the oyster-lover. 
Here and there in the pile is agaping shell,some 
with one valve shorter than the other, some 
with a pin-hole through the purple spot where 
the muscle was attacted. The former have 
been kilied by star-fish, the latter by drills,— 
innocent-looking creatures both of them, but 
dreadfully destructive to oysters. Fortunately, 
the drilis confine their attacks to the young 
broods when thinning out is not 
so injurious. The stars kill at ail 
ages. Sometimes they come up from deep 
water in swarms as countless as Colorado grass- 
hoppers, and ravage an Oyster-plantation as re- 
lentiessly as the latter do the wheat-flelds of 
the border. Yonder sharpie is engaged in re- 
lanting alarge tract Which the stars invaded 
ast spring, when the Only oysters saved were 
those that were hastily removed in advance of 
the destroying lost. By such attacks a man 
may lose his entire fortune before his danger is 
suspected, and at all times itis only by constant 
watchfulness and persistent dredging that these 
pests are kept within tolerable limits. 

In course of time, when the number of oyster- 
farmers is largely increased, it may be possibls, 
by united effort and the maintenance of a ape- 
cial police working steam-dredges, to keep the 
stars under control, if not to extcrminate them 
from these waters; but formany years they are 
likely to remain the 

CHIEF 80URCE OF ANNOYANCE AND LOSS 

to this important branch of industry. Nowand 
then a boring whelk or a Winkle will kill an old 
oyster, or a boring sponge riddle a shell and di- 
vert its owner's strength to the work of main- 
taining the integrity of its pearly coat; now and 
inen a violent storm will bury an oyster-bed 
under a sinothering mass of weeds or mud; or, 
if in shallow water, will roll the crop ashore, or 
crush it to death with drifted ice; but these are 
occasional and minor evils compared with the 
ceaseless depredations of the stars. 

While our Lost has been recounting the troub- 
jes and risks of oyster-farming, his tidy craft 
has carried us to another ground, from which 
the dredge brings up an attractive lot of round 
oysters, from two to four years old. Vast quan- 
tities of Gysters of this size are annually opened 
at Fair Haven, and the meats forwardea in tubs 
and barrels to theinterior citiesof New England 
for immediate nse. And of late years a consid- 
erable demand has arisen for such oysters to be 
served on tne balf-shell as appetizers vefore a 
meal,—a toreignu fashion, which if kept within 
bounds is pot a bac one, lor young oysters thus 
served are ubspeakably dainty and delicious. 
‘The general use of such immature oysters, how- 
ever, is 

NOT TO BE COMMENDED, 
since it has nearly ruined the French oyster- 
growers, and largely helped to destroy the val- 
uable Hatural beds along the Scotch and En- 
glish coasts. The oyster rarely spawns before 
tle fourth vear, and, it the beds are stripped at 
au earlier age, as has been largely the case in 


Kurope, the tall of spat necessarily fails. Asa 
recent English) writer has said, spcak- 
ins of the oyster-breeders of Arcachon, 


Marennes, the Isle de ite, and other places, they 
**have killed the goose tor the sake of its golden 
ery, aud now we are beginning to be told that 
artuicial oyster-dulture is not paying in France, 
and that the spat has faled® The excuee is 
amusing; how cau they bave spat if there be no 
oysters left to exude itf’’* Even if there were 
no serious risk di Ultimate barrenness from the 
general destruction of immature oysters, it 
would seem wasteiul, if not wicked, to kill them 
at this stage (further than may be necessary for 
the thinning out of areas under cultivation), 
since they are now past the more serious cares 
aud dangers of oyster-farming, ani in a year or 
more will haye doubled in size and greatly im- 
proved in quality. 

Yonder is an oyster-sloop nearly loaded with 

MARKETABLE OYSTERS; 
let us run alongside and look at them. How 
bright and clean they risé from this gravelly 
bottom, swept almost constantly by a tide 
that runs like a miil-race. There can be uo 
better fattening-ground. Observe this haud- 
some four-vear-old,—a typical Saddle Rock, 
nearly as broad as long, and half as thick as it is 
broad.. It was well-formed when transplanted 
a year ago, butthin. You can see the lines of 
the vid shell, and how great the increase in 
thickness bas been. With scarcely any change in 
area, the bulk of its meat has nearly doubled. 
This six-year-old is another beauty, so regular 
in form, so healthy in appearance; and the reat 
are not unlike it. Itis now at its best. It might 
hive a dozen years lopger without much eplarge- 
ment save in the thickness of its shell. Notice 
the changes that have been wrought in these less 
regular forms, in the effort to attain the typical 
oval form. When transplanted they were thin 
and crooked} during the past year they have 
added nothing to their length, but very much to 
their breadth and thickness. Here is one that 
had been lett tog long on a muddy bottom, and 
had developed into.a regular “Shanghai.” In 
transplavting, fully am inch of one vaive was 
broken off ait the end, and a new beginning was 
made at the broken edge. ; 
VERY CURIOUS 

are the alterations often made in ill-formed 
shells in consequence of removal toa diilerent 
bottum,—all showing the susceptibility of the 
oyster to changes in the external condition of 
its life. A most remarkable illustration of the 
oyster’s ability to withstand rough usage was 
shovnin a specimen in which the shell had 
been caught somehow by an oysterman’s tongs 
or dredge, unhinged, and the vaives turned at 
right angies to their normal position. In spite 
oi this terrible wrench, the animal not only sur- 
vived, but constructed a new hinge, walied in 
the exposed angles, and rearranged its internal 
economy to conforin to its pew condition, When 
taken, 1t was alive and hearty, its eccentric 
shape alone drawing attention to its strange ex- 
perience. 

The changes wrought by civilization in the 
oyster’s outside appearance are not more re- 
markable than the improvement of its meat. 
The body grows deep, and large, and solid; the 
mautie, naturally thin and skinny, thickens to 
the very edge with firm, white flesh; and the 
quality of the meat surpasses that of the uncul- 
tivated oyster as signally as high-bred, stall-ted 
beef does the product of Texan pastures. 

As they vome from the fatteuing-grounds, the 
oysters are naturally charged with bitté@r sea- 
water, more orless muddy, and the large stom- 
ach is filled with undigested food. To fit them 
for the table, 

THEY MUST BE * FLOATED,’’— 

that is, exposed for a tide to swecter water. 
The oyster-grower’s land-siation is usually at 
the mouth of a river, and, when the oysters are 
brought in, they are aliowed to rest for a aay or 
so in iarge shallow tluats open tothecurrent. Here 
the oysters are washed by the upper layer of 
fresh water, which purges them of all impuri- 
ties and leaves them. waite and sweet. In this 
condition they will live and retain their flavor 
out of water for three nronths, if closely packed 
and kept epol. 

When the inquiries were made for this article, 
oyster-grounds Were valued at from $50 to $500 
and more an atre. It isto be presu'ned, how- 
evor, tifat there has been a ehrinkage in these 
values as in the case of all other property. 
Under favorable circumstances, an average 
yicld of 500 bushels of oysters to the acre 


can be reasonably counted on, very much 
larger crops being common. From four to 
six years are requiread for the matur- 


ing of a crop of spat, in which time an acre of 
seed will have increased to 2,000 or 3,000 bush- 
els, if properly handled and cared for. This, it 
is to be feared, but rarely happens, most oyster- 
growers trusting too much to Nature for the 
development of their stock. Left to themselves, 
the oysters ¢rowd each other and become pinch- 
ed aud ili<developed. Many die; more are kill- 
ed by stars aud other vermin; and those. that 
are leit are, in the end, sadlv inferior in size 
aud quality to what they ought to be. In sea- 
farming, a8 in every other occupation, it is only 
the ‘nteiligent, diligent, and watchful that com- 
maud high success. 

Shortly before the War of the Rebellion, 

THE OYSTER-BEDS OF VIRGINIA 

were represented by Gov. Wise as having an 
area of wneariy 2,000,000 acres, averaging 
400 bushels to the acre. The Virginta 
oysters are enormously prolific, and thert 
were none but human enemies to limit their 
increase; yet 60 unsparing and persistent had 
the pursuit of them become that taoey were in 
imminent danger of extermination. The War 
gave the oysters of the Chesapeake a_respite, 
and the work of depletion was stayed but it 
was speedily taken up again, and already the 
vystermen of those parts are deploring the ex- 
haustion of their most valuable beds, and the 
necessity of going farther and farther out for 
their supplies. The natural advantages of the 
Chesapeake and its tributary waters for the 
rapid gruwth of oysters are unsurpassed. 
Nevertheless, those seemingly exhaustiess fieids 
are fariug precisely as ovster-veds have the 
world over when jieft to the mercy of men who 
have but oue object in connection with them, 
and that ws to gather each daythbe largest 
amount possible, regardless of the iuture. 
There never yet was auseful natural growth, 
however vigorous and prolific, that could hoid 
its own agaiost human greed untempered by 
personal gwoersiip. 

“ No fisnery,”’ observed a prominent member 
of the Britusn Oyster-Fisheries’ Coinmission 
lately, ‘no fishery can fail to be destroyed if 
left tothe interested ingenuity of man,—the 
oyster-fishery least of ali.”” The opinivn is a 
plausible oue, 

BUT IT 18 UTTERLY MISTAKEN. 

The British Government has acted on ft for 

years, vainly striving to foster the multiplication 
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< I'M QUITE A POET. 
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of oysters and oyster-beds by restrictive meas- 
ures, close times, and the like; and all the while 
the oyster crop has fallen off and tne prices of 
oysters has risen; they were $10 a bushel in 
1862, and more than seven times as much in 
1875. @n like manner it has been attempted ia 
this country to thwart, by various enactment 
the ‘interested ingenuity” of oystermen, ac 
always with an effect con to what was ex- 
pected, The cure lies in the very opposite direc- 
tion. If the depletion of our oyster-beds is to 
be ere if aconstant supply sufficient to meet 
the steadily-increasing demand is to be main- 
tained, it will be by increasing the interest— 
personal, pecuniary interest—of oystermen in 
the oyster-beds, not by trying to thwart or re- 
strain it. Oystermen must be allowed to be 
something more than oyster-catchers. The 
ownerless buffaloes are doomed to certain ex- 
termination; they are nobody’s property and 
everybody’s prey. So likewise are fhe ownerless 
oysters, 2 

The Oyster Commissioners of the Chesa- 
peake predict that, if the steady exhaustion 
of the oyster-beds-of Maryland and Virginis con- 
tinues, the entire stock will be used up within 
half a century, and we may be sure that no dim- 
inution in the demand for oysters will cut short 
the work of destruction. hat the predicted 
extermination of the oyster waters, or any of 
the waters of our Atlantic coast, will really hap- 
pen, however, 

WE HAVE NOT THE SLIGHTEST FEAR. 

The Nation cannot afford it, and will pre- 
vent it by giving to oyster-growers the best of 
all encouragemect,—freedoin and protection. 

The country is well stocked with domestic 
cattie, and there is little danger of the supply 
running out. Suppose they were suddenly de- 
clared to be common property, as the oysters 
are, and no one allowed to hold. a-a permanent 
persona! interest in any he suffered to remain 
alive,—how jong would the supply be kept up? 
In the case of cattie, the interested ingenuity 
of man is wisely conservative; their numbers 
are increased and their quality improved by 
careful selection and cultivation. Why should 
the rule be reversed under water? Suppose the 
Government were to authorize the survey and 
sale of shallows,—in other words, land suitable 
for oyster-farming,—and make the ovster-grow- 
er’s title to the ground he stocks and the crop 
he raises as secure as the upland farmer's is,— 
would the quantity or the quality of the oyster- 
crop be endangered? 

The effect produced by a partial and 
uncertain title, such as has been granted along 
the Connecticut shore, certainly dues not point 
that way. While the perpetuity of oyster-beds 
on common ground has everywhere Been serious- 
ly threatened, a shadowy title to cultivated 
ground has sufficed to cover miies amd miles 
of once unproductive Sound-bed with the finest 
oysters in the world. Were the title made 
good enough to borrow money on, there would 
be no lack of capital to stock the rest of the 
Sound, or of men to cu!tivate its inviting acres 
now uutilled. 

Our excellent and_ serviceable National 
Fish Commission might do well to move in 
this matter. An act of Congress author- 
izing the sale of soundings along the coast 
exclusively for oyster-farming, 

WOULD HELP THE WORK BNORMOUSBLY. 
The coastwise States, by supplementary enact- 
ments, could easily place ‘the oyster-farmer on 
an equal footing with the ordinary agriculturist 
with great advantage to them and to the coun- 
try at large. There would be some delicate 
questions of loca) jurisdiction to settle, and 
some common rights to ordinary fisheries to ve 
protected, but these need not. lead to any seri- 
aus Gifliculties, Nor would navigation be in- 

fered with or impeded in the feast. 

The productive area which might be 
added to the public dofvain by thus taking in 
the cultivable coast, is simply enormous. It 
lies at our very doors, and the cost of reclaim- 
ing it would be smal! compared with the wealth 
it would return. Once assured that their grow- 
ing ¢rops would be as secure against trespass 
us the upland farmer’s, the oyster-inen of Long 
Island Sound wouid @o on extending their 
operations until every acre of the Sound-bed 
would be brought under cultivation. The 
depth of the waters would offer no obstacle, 
either to the growth of oysters or their propa- 
vation, since the finest natural ovsters the 
Sound has produced were found in the deepest 
depression of that sub@flerged valley, and the 
American method of cultivation answers as well 
in deep water as in shallow. By the gradual 
extension of cultivated ground, the star-fish and 
ofher pests of the oyster-bed would be brought 
more and more under subjection; and, with the 
lessening of the risk and losses, the cost of 
raising oysters Would be reduced, and the price 
would fall accordingly. The employment of 
steam power for propulsion and for hauling 
dredges would more than make up for the extra 
labor of dredging in deep water; and, with the 
improvement in modes and means of working 
likely to come from the cultivation of large 
areas, the productiveness of the grounds— 
ALREADY WORTH MORE, ACRE FCR ACRE, THAN 

TUE BEST FARM-LAND— 
might be greatly increased. 

The demand Jor American oysters at 
home and abroad advances even more rapidly 
than the supply. And, if every acre of availa- 
ble coast-water, from Cape Cod to the mouth 
of the Chesapeake, were brought under cultiva- 
tion, it is doubtful whether the supply of oys- 
ters could ever outrun the demand. Vast as 
the present commercial and alimentary impor- 
tance of the oyster trade has become, itis but 
in its infancy. It is capable of almost infinite 
extension; and, when the supply is drawn, not 
merely or chiefly from unprotected natural 
beds, chance-sown and accidentally developed, 
but from larger areas systematically stocked, 
cultivated, and defended against vermin and 
the unregulated greed of man,‘ the oyster- 
crop will rank among the first of Ameri- 
can resources in point of value, as it 
now docs in point of excellence. It is nour- 
ished by the inexhaustibie sea; it steadily en- 
riches instead of impoverishing the iand; and 
the average yield is several times more abun- 
dant and remuuerative than any grain-crop. It 
is less than national foliy, therefore, to pride 
ourselves on practical thrift, while slighting a 
field of productive industry so promising as 
this is; stall worse to discourage houest enter- 
prise in it, as has been done hitherto, by lewai 
restraints. What has already been accomplished 
in the face of popular opposition, financial diffi. 
culty, and needless risk, is a guarantee that the 
field is well worth working, aud also that there 
would be no lack ot workmen were they offered 
proper encouragement.

Boston, Nov. 28.—A few years ago, when the 
Young Folks’ Magazine vanisked from this Bos- 
ton town that we are so proud of, to be 
“merged,” as the polite phrase is when such 
literary deaths occur, in the St. Nicho.as, we all 
felt agood deal of chagrin thereat. And other 
literary deaths of the same nature have not 
tended to heal this feeling First amongst the 
important periodicals Went the pretty Miverside; 
then the Young Folks, then the fine Zvery Satur- 
day, then the Old and New, and at last a New 
York house comes in to divide honors with the 
most Bostomsh of all tae magazines—the Atian- 
lic. But we have the satisfaction of knowing 
that the monthly really owes its breath and be- 
ang to Boston after all; that it is edited in 
Cambridge by Mr. Howells, who is, in spite of 
his dry hits of humor at Bostotians, more Bos- 
tonian thaif many a native; that it is made up by 
the Riverside “Press in the eame town, and 
through and through has all the proper flavor of 
the city of *‘cultur.’”?” Sowe can still hold on 
to the Atlantic. But “” 

ON THE RUINS OF ALL THIS 
tower and temple of magazime-building there 
has arisen a new structure of which at this date 
every Bostonian can afford to be justly proud, 
and prophetic of a fine and enduring e. 
And this structure is that magazine for young 
people called the Wide-Awake. Three or four 
years ago, when it was first started from 
the publishing-house of D. Lothrop & Co., 
which then had its office in the old and crowded 
store on Cornhill, it made little impression 
upon the general public, though even then it 
was very good both in lJetter-press and matter. 
This lack of smpression was no doubt owing to 
lack of wide advertising. But the months went 
by, and slowly the magazine gained on 
its own merits to a great extent. Peo- 
ple began to see extracts in the newspa- 
pers “‘From the Wide-Awake.”” The extracts 
were 80 goed that they created an appetite for 
more ‘* Where is the Wide-Awake published? ” 
asked a good lady who thought she-knew all 
about magazines at that time) When she was 
told that it wasin herown Boston ber amaze-- 
ment was unbounded. But I fancy few people 
ask that question now. The Wide-Awake now 
has a distinct recognition, and, more than that, 
as much of a literary circle of its own as the 
Atlantic.. And all this is due not to a Cam- 
bridge of a Boston editor, but to a little woman 
o has come to us out of the Weat. We have 
£ t for ourselves a Boston magazine, published 
‘a Boston house, which bids fair to be an 
enduring pride and glory to us. But a little 
woman out of the West has built it up for us. 
Some years ago, I have forgotten just how 
many, there. was published in the Atlantic 
avery notable and interesting narrative en- 
titled 
‘TWO GIRLS WHO TRIED FARMING.”’ 
Perhaps not a dozen persons who read it had 
any idea that this narrative had anything more 
than a suggestion of the truth. Yet in every 
particular it was tne actual experience of two 
girls,—two Western girls who tried farming 
as a provable means of solving the’ great 
conundrum of what we shall eat, and what we 
shall drink, and wherewithal we ehal! be cloth- 
ed. One of these girls, the one who teiis the 
story, was Ella Forman, the editress of the 
Wide-Awake. Something of her literary ability 
may be perceived in this simple, straightforward 
narrative, and also something of the pluck and 
endurance which have carried the Wide- Awake up 
to its present height The magazine, as one 
might say, was her inspiration. Long before 
the Atiantic readers knew of her she had been 
writing books for children, which had been pub- 
jished ig a quiet way by Lothrop &Co. At 
length 


OUT OF HER WESTERN HOME 
she suggests a magazine for children to this 
publisher. The suggestion is accepted as a hap- 
py thougnt, and the Wide-Awake is brought out 
with Mizs Forman as its editor. In her Western 
home for two years she attends to her editorial 
duties, while the Wide-Awaks finds its feet and 
stands firmly during the time. A year anda 
balf ago, ou finding her eharge growing 
so rapidly as to be a little unmanagesvie at 
such a distance from its monthly debut, Miss 
Forman leaves the West, and establishes herself 
in Boston for gocd. And it has indsed been for 
good, ag far as the magazine and the literary 
circle which ceptre about her are concerned. 
And Boston has been greatly the gainer. In- 
stead of sending their ccntributicna now to 
Michizan, contributors drop in—if they are in 
the vicinity of Boston—t« the new fine store of 
Lothrop & Co., on Franklin street, just oppo- 
site to Lee & Shepard’s, and foilowing a courte- 
ous clerk’s direction take their way to a small, 
pretty room at the farther end of the building 
and there meet the Wide-Awake’s editress face tu 
face. 
Il HAVE SEEN A GOOD MANY EDITORS, 

I never saw one more thoroughly identified, 
more thoroughiy iterested heart and «oul, 
wm his or her work thau Miss Forman. It is lit- 
erally a labor of ilove. Last winter, 
when she brought upon herself all that 
avalanche of toil both in planning 
aud correspondence with her project of the 
Dolls’ Fair, | asked ber one day if it was nota 

reat weariness. Her face brightened. ‘* Weli, 

get tured, of course, but it isa not weariness ip 
one sense; itis a delight to me,’’ was her an- 
swer And out of this Dolis’ Fair, to which 
hundreds of young Wide-Awake readers con- 
tributed from all quarters of the country a doll 
dressed by theirown bands, which was finally 
distributed to the sick children in the hospitals, 
grew the Society of Wide-Awake Helpers for 
the hospital and needy waifs of bumanity. And 
through all this work, and her editorial duties, 
which 1 am bold to say no editor ever yet dis- 
charged with such sweet, unexampled patience, 
Miss Forman found time tu write one of the 
healthiest and mostinteresting serials that have 
ever been written for young people. Her 

‘* G@OOD-FOK-NOTHING POLEY’”’ 

is one of those stories that go far to redeem the 
high-seasoned literature—so-called—for  chil- 
dren, which only succesds in one thing,—that 
of making the probiera of education still more 
complicated and difficult than it was before by 
putting a premium upon pertness and smart- 
ness. And to the story-telling eilt this little 
woman out of the West adds that of poet. The 
other day I picked up a little new book for 
children with the enticing title of, *‘Sugar 
Plums.” When I had looked it through I 
thought somebody ought to send usa photo- 

raph of the farm where ghis poet tried to solve 
the first great conundrum in this life, and this 
farm should’ be engraved in the Wide-Awake 
as one of the “poet homes.”” How much more 
this little woman out. of the West can accom- 
plish has pot yet transpired. But in view 
of what she has done in creating for 
us a magazine that we are all getting to be 
proud of, a magazine that a Boston editor might 
have made, but never did, we are, I trust, 
sufficiently sppreare*ss and grateful.

The Department of Public Charities was es- 
tablished soon after the organization of the 
first Board of Commissioners under the present 
law, and purchase by contract upon sam 
exhibited: was made.a part, of the system. 
Drawing upon the supplics so bought was 
authorized only upon requisition made on show- 
ing the namber of persons to be provided,— 
such requisitions to be filled after approval by 
the *‘ Superintendent of Public Charities.” 

It was inade the duty of that officer to deter- 
mine the numober of perscus to be thus provid- 
ed before approving the requisitions for en-: 
suing month. This was dope »y ascertaining 
the average number for the preceding month. 
Thus the actual wants could be determined 
very nearly after taking an inventory of the 
supplies then on hand. 3 

lt will be seen that this is substantially the 
system which the Gevernment of the United 
States adopted many years ago, aiter trying all 
other known methods. it encourages compe- 
tition among dealers, and actually fivds t! - 
county goods at wholesale prices. The samples 
which are kept secure it against fraud in quaili- 
ity—the requisition against over-purchases— 
and the contract against colision b tween the 
purchasing agent and the merchant with 
whom he may deal fpr the comuty, 
The ordinance which established the systeta 

roviied for a “Superintendent of Pablie Char 
ties,” and the reports of that officer were re 
quired to show the cost per diem, as well as per 
month, of supplying each ipreess of the Poor- 
House, the Insane Asylum, and the Hospital 
with food, clothing, medicines, bedding, Tucl,

New York, Nov. 28.—In children’s garments 
there are not the same variety and novelty that 
characterize the costumes of their elders.

Seal, which has been steadily advancing in 
favor for some time past, still retains its emi- 
nent position as the leading fashionable fur, and 
eacgues mapafactured frem the finest English 
dyed seal will undoubtedly prove to be the most 
desirable garments offered by the more promi- 
nent furriers in all of our larger cities. Parties 
desirous of damaging the reputation of 
seal bave been busily’ circulating reports 
to the effect that its present popularity 
could not be maintained for another season, and 
that sealskin sacques would not be accorded 
the same degree uf favor as formerly, particu- 
larly by ladies wearing the goods of superior 
quality; but the rumoris without any founda- 
tion in truth, as seal has never been more bigh- 
ly appreciated than at the present time. ~The 
great beauty and intrinsic merits which it pos- 
sesses insure a present and future popularity 
beyond doubt. Its acknowledged durability 
and the reduced prices at which it is being sold 
are favorable considerations regarding the 
economy of seal, as compared with other furs. 

Sacques this season are cut so as to fit some- 
what mare closely to the figure of the wearer 
than they did last season, and are from thirty- 
two to thirty-four inches in length. Plain and 
fur trimmed sacques will be equally fashion- 
able for the coming winter. Except in special 
instances, and in the lower grades, the trimming 
will be slightly wider than heretofore, and the 
furs emploved for the purpose will imciude 
plucked and unplucked otter, natural colored 
and silvered beaver, sea otter, black marten, 
Grebe, and genet. Sealskin covered buttons and 
bars, with ornamental seal pendant, will form 
stylish fastenings for sacques and cloaks. Muffs 
of seal, sable, mink, black marten, and a variety 
of other fancy furs, including silver-tox and 
chinchilla, have been made a little larger than 
usual. Brown satin grec, of fine quality, is the 
 preterred material for lining, and plain ribbon 
or bows of ribbon having either fringed or em- 
broidered ends, constitute the fashionable 
trimmings. In some instances the muffs are 
made up perfectly plain, no trimming of anv 
kind being used. Muffs of the tails of the Rus- 
siav and Hudson’s Bay sables are among the 
attractive novelties of the season. 

In style, boas remain about the same as last 
year—the flat shape, of two yards in length, be- 
tag the most desirable. 

adies’ sealskin hats and caps, for which 
there is a large demand, are, according to the 
tastes of the wearer, either quite plain or richly 
trimmed with ostrich plumes or other dressy 
feathers. The popular Gainesborough hat is 
one of the leading shapes, and round hats and 
turbans will also be worn extensively. The 
newest style of hat introduced this season 
may be worn either as a bonnet, skating or 
riding bat. 

Furs for gentlemen haye been provided in 
liberal variety of styles and material, and the 
sealskin coats, both for walking and riding pur- 
poses, are especially worthy of mention. Caps, 
with or without bands or visors, are made of 
seal, beaver, otter, nutria; and several other 
furs usually employed in the manufacture of 
caps.

The assortment of children’s fur’ embraces

variety of tastefully-designed styies. There is 
an increasing tendency to dress children in furs, 
and it is very probable that this commendable 
taste will be more generally indulged during 
the ensuing winter than ever before.

For day receptions this coat and vest will be 
worn with gray or other light-colored panta- 
loons. Morning coats for breakfast and to be 
worn anywhere in the morning are cutaway sin- 
gle-breasted coats buttoned quite high; they are 
also made of fine *‘ diagovals,’”’ which seem to 
have superseded the armures and basket-woven 
cloths. Full dress suits of fine black broadcloths 
have swajJlow-tail coats not quite so long as 
those of last year.

The single- 
breasted vest rolls very low, and has double 
cords on the edge. The Zero coat is a winter 
overcoat with some nbdvel features that render 
it particularly comfortable. An extra collar of 
fur or of warm cloth is buttoned inside the neck, 
and is folded away smoothly out of sight when 
not needed, but in very cold weather it can be 
turned up about the eare, Mittens of the same 
material as the collar are folded in the cuff, and 
can be easily drawn out for use. 

Plain bosoms are still preferred for shirts, not 
only for general use, but for full dress, em- 
broidery being less used each season. The fine 
linen 1% doubled and interlined with linen of 
coarser quality. Near the edge, outside the 
eyelets for stud buttons, is the only ornament, 
such as a single tuck a fourth of an inch wide, 
or else two or three still narrower ones; some- 


while others have two or three cords stitched in. 

Standing collars with the fronts widely turned 
over are verv hizh when in the extreme of the 
fashion. The Newstead is a more medium En- 
glish collar that is very popular. Turned down 
collars are still worn, provided thev are very 
widely opened at the throat. Cuffs are not 
very brand, and are worn merely to meet to- 
gether instead of lapping, where they are fast- 
ened by linked buttons. 

Flat folded scarfs are made to cover all that 
part of the shirt bosom left visible by the ve-t.

Gold pins are made in similar de- 
signs. 

White silk pocket handkerchiefs are now car- 
ried in the English fashion. ‘They have varrow 
hems, simply hem-stitched, or else wider hems 
with small neat dots or colored figures upon 
them; inaced, these small neat designs are 
found to be preferable in all articles worn by 
gentlemen. 

Black or solid colored silk socks are worn for 
full dress with low patent-leather pumps. Plain 
black silk socks are much more used, though 
many prefer them embroidered on the sides. 
Woolen socks o1 the most luxurious quality are 
worn during the winter.

The Santhals, an Aboriginal Tribe 
of Hindostan. 
Traditions of Their Origin, and 
of the Creation of the World. 


Worship of the Evil One--Government, Manners, 
and Customs---Dress of the Women.

CaLcUTtA, Hindostan, Oct. 16, 1877.—At the 
jose of mv last communication 1 promised to 
give a desc ription of the customs, the mode of 
Jiving, and the latest fashions of the different 
ple that I nave come in contact with; and I 
sball begin with the Santbals, a most interest- 
ing people, among whom I have been staying 
for the past three months, and whose peculiari- 
ties, language, and traditions I have been study- 


ing With the greatest interest. 
THE SANTHALS 
gre an aboriginal tribe inhabiting the hfgh 
plateau-lands and mountainous districts of Cen- 
tral India. They arethe remnants of a barba- 
rous race Who inhabited the country before the 
Arvans entered it, and who were either con- 
quered and made slaves by them, or fled to the 
mountains, where through ages they have main- 
tained perfect independence. According to their 
own traditions, they came from Armenia, from 
Mount Harara, where aman and a woman had 
saved themselves in a cave when the world was 
destroyed by a fire-flood, and, traveling east- 
ward, they came to Ivan, thence to Candahar, 
«gud afterwards to Champa with the seven rivers 
(Punjab?), where they multiplied rapidly and 
lived happily for many years, un til they were 
driven soutaward and into the mountains bya 
lighter race Who came from the North. They 
are divided into twelve tribes, and cach of these 
again into twelve families. Originally there 
were but seven tribes, but five more haye been 
added, and one is lost. The following are the 
eleven remaining: 1, Hasdak; 2, Kishnu; 3, 
Murma; 4, Mandri; 5, Hemrom; 6, Soren; 7, 
Tudu; 8, Baske; 9, Chore; 10, Paoria; 11, Besra. 
Tbey have also a 
TRADITION OF THE CREATION, 
according to which there first existed a high 
mountain and much water, over which a duck 
and adrake were fiving about. And the Good 
spirit said to Marair Buru (the Great Mountain, 
the Devil or Evil Spirit of the Santhals): 
“ Where shall we put these birds that they may 
lay their eges!”’ Marair Buru answered: 
“There is a lotus-plant.” Good Spirit: “Whe 
can raise thisearth!’’ Marair Burau: ‘There 
js acrab out there.”’ Then the crab was called 
and commanded to raise the earth, and, withthe 
assistance of the earthworm-king and the tor- 
toise, he succeeded. But the earth was un- 
steady, and the Good Spirit commanded Marair 
Buru to sow seed in it to keep it together. 
Then the duck laid eggs on the earth, out of 
which were hatched a man and a woman,— 
Pikhba Hadam and Pilchu _Brudhi. As they 
were naked, Marair Buru made clothes for them, 
and he showed them how to make intoxicating 
drinks, and told them to drink, and, when they 
were drunk and fell asleep, he dragged them 
together and piaced them side by side, 
where they remaipved till morning, after 
which seven sons and seven daughters 
were Dorn unto them. This constituted the fall: 
and, though the Santhals believe in one God 
who has created everything, they never worship 
Him, but they 
WORSHIP MARAIR BURT, 
the Evil One; and, as they fell through drink, 
their principal mode of worship is to get drunk. 
How. many are there not in America who wor- 
stip Marair Buru? If they are asked wi y they 
do not worship the true God, they inv ariably 
answer, *“ He is good and dves us po harm,— 
why should we trouble ourseives about Him; 
but Marair Buru is bad,—he brings famine and 
sickness if we donot worship him by getting 
drunk, and offer tohim goats, chickens, and 
‘ice as sacrifice to appeuse his anger.’’ They 
bave also a great nuinber of evi! spirits of less 
importance; but I must leave mythology, and 
return to their institutions. 

Taeir form of government is patriarcha!, and 
heir quarrels are settled by their Chiefs. Their 
mode of punishment is either by fine or ex- 
commupication.. When a person is fined, the 
noney is used for a grand feast, in whicn the 
hole village, or perhaps a number of villages, 
partake. If a man. allows his wife to rule 
him his punishment will be excommunication. 
A bacheior is despised by everybody, and is 
called .Vo Man. Polygamy, though permitted, 
is not generally practiced. Polyandry does not 
exist as it does among some of the Northern 
mountain-tribes. A woman whohas no chil- 
— is also despised, and has to do all the dirty 
work. 

The Santhals are 
HUNTERS, AGRICULTURISTS, AND COWHERDS. 
Their weapons are the bow, spear, and stick: a 
few Santhals will attack a tiger with nothing 
butaspear. A few years agothe country was 
full of wild elephants, tigers, and leopards; but 
now there are only a few left. A very large 
Royal Bengal tiger was killed a few days ago. 
The jackals pry around in great numbers every 
night tnrouch the villages; but they seldom at- 
tack people, unleasthey are asleep. Ot snakes 
and lizards there is a great abundance, and it is 
estimated that more than 20,000 people die an- 
nuaily from snake-bite in india. Among the 
Santhals we find no artisans of any kind, nor are 
thev fit for servants. They buy ai] their brass 
and earthen vessels, jewelry, ete., from the Hin- 
doos, who are very expert workmen. As car- 
riers. they are, however, excellent; a Santhbal 
will trot all day with from fifty to sixty pounds 
on his shoulders, and he wil] charge you only 
ten pice (7 cents) a day, and board himself. The 
Santhals have no caste system, and though the 
women by no means are considered equal with 
the men, and cannotsit down and eat with them, 
stil! they are many times better off than the 
Hindoo women. 

The Santhals live in villages. Their houses 
are built of mud, and thatched with dried grass. 
Their only nousehold-goods consist of a bed and 
afew drass and earthen vessels. Their food 
consists chiefly of rice, but they eat meat as well 
aither feasts. The only garment that the 
men wear is a cloth around their loins; but the

and, for all I know to the contrary, it has been 
the fashion for the last 2,000 vears—is a long 
tloth wound gracefully around their waist and 
teaching down to their knees, and then thrown 
over their left shoulder, leaving the right shoul- 
der exposed. This mode of dressing is certainly 
the neatest and most sensible | have ever seen; 
it leaves the chest free to expand, and does not 
interfere with circulation. The result is, that 
the Santhal ladies are active and agile, nor 
do they‘ faint on every trivial excuse. 
Like their European and American sis- 
ters, they are very fond of jewelry; 
ani bere they care more for Eo than 
eee. Taey generally wear two silver, brass, 

or steel rings around each ankle; these will 
combined weigu about ten pounds; then they 
will have an additional ten pounds in the ferm 
of bracelets, necklaces, and ear-rings. Unlike 
the Hindoos, they wear no rings in their nose. 
Their hair, which is very long and beautiful, 
they ornament wito flowers: and, when thus 
dressed in their best. they are by no means il!- 
looking. As they wear no shoes, ‘they are never 
troubled with corns, and bthink, on the whole, 
they are the happiest ladies on eurtn.

STREET-CAR REFORM. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cnicaco, Nov. 30.—It is a matter of surprise 
and regret to me (perhaps to others) that the 
street-railroad companies of this city show so 
little regard for the health and comfort of their 
patrons that they have never made and enforcéd 
a rule requiring the front door of their cars to 
be securely closed during the winter months. 
No one can ignore the fact that the draft occa- 
sioned by opening the front door while the car 
is in motion is a fearful cause of inflicting and 
Promoting colds and all throat and lung dis- 
There is no occasion for the conductor 
to open the front door in collecting fafés when 
there isan opening in the pancl for that pur- 
pose, as is the case in most cars. and should be 
Much more is it inexcusable im polite- 

ness towards inside passengers for gentlemen 
.toenter from the front platform, flinging the 
door clear back with an air dissatisfaction that 
it will go no further, as some dv. 

If a gentieman wishes to smoke, he can nt 
should step off and enter by the rear door, as 
any other passenger is expected to do. The 
conductor is excusable, in agreat measure, be- 
cause his constant exposure renders him less 
succeptible to cold drafts, and hence less mind- 

their consequences than a gentleman 
whose occupation ané habits lead him to shud- 
der at such frigid blasts. 

Of course conductors will continue to do as 
the force of habit dictates, until some rule is 
made and enforced with regard to it; ner would 
lincrease their onerous duties by requiring 
them to run along the outsice oi the cars to col- 
lect fares on the front end, but would suggest 
that every car be constructed with an opening 
in the door, and that passengers be required to 
pass their fares through the aperture or leave

The Glorious Climate of California 
Again Heard From. 


Some Interesting Gossip About the 
Big Bonanza Party. 


How the Floods, O’Briens, Mackays, and 
Fairs Stand Socially. 


Senator Sharon and the Ophir--The Countess of 
Bozenta as an Actress. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 

San Francisco, Nov. 26.—We are actively 
engaged just nowintrying to make a United 
States Senator, or rather in furthering the 
sehemes of a batch of ambitious men who are 
trying to make Senators of themselves. 

The wheel has swung around so that there is a 
Democratic majority both in the Senate and the 
Assembly. Hence the coming man must be a 
Democrat. Fate, having settled so much, 
Jeaves yet a broad margin for discrimination. 
The representatives from the Pacific Coast, 
either from California, Nevada, or Oregon, 
have exhibited a singular facility for keeping 
themselves in the public eye. There have Deen 
times when the folks at home would have borne 
the circumstances with equanimity if their 
Representatuves had figured a little less prom- 


inently before the public. 

BUT EXPERIENCE TEACHES A LESSON. 
It is more than probabie, therefore, that this 
election will not contribute one extra rascal to 
the assemblage at Washington. ; 

The expressed intentiog is to pick out some 
one who is as far above suspicion as Cawsar’s 
wife ought to have beev. It is sg much easier 
to pick them before they have served, that the 
corps of candidates is excessively abundant. 

Of all the names which have been mentioned, 
Farley, of Amador, and Ryland, of San Jose, 
seem to bead the list: Farley is called the * Old 
War-Horse of Amador.”’” When a politician is 
called an old war-horse, he needs little further 
description. He is recognized as a veteran of 
the field, seamed and scarred with the marks of 
many battles, and ready to fight for the old 
cause still. Heis the habitual speech-maker, 
and his motto is, “‘ The party, right or wrong; 
and, right or wrong, the party.” 

Farley is a man of imposing appearance, an 
admirable qualification in a Senator, since it has 
come to pass that he is very apt to be sitting for 
his portrait whenever there is a correspondent 
in the gallery. Also he is distinguished for a 
cheertal urbanity of m@iner, which makes him 
hosts of friends. The Senatorial chair has 
tempted him powerfully this loug and many a 
day. The end and aim of life is to be a United 
States Senator, but Republican majorities have 
settled like a pall upon his fairest hopes until 
the last Gubernatorial election, when by some 
clever transaction he is said to have torfeited 
an existing chance for a delightful future possi- 


ility. 
Cc. & RYLAND 
is less of a politician, although he has twice 
represented his countyin the State Senate. 
Like Farley, it has been his ambition for many 
vears to sit in the United States Senate, but the 
alluring prize has never hovered within reach 
till pow. An impression prevails that much of 
his influence with a certain section of the Dem- 
ocratic party is the outgrowth of a strong feel- 
ing of sect. Mr. Ryland is an active and zealous 

Roman Catholic. 

‘This. however, is the mere supposition of the 
opposing multitude, since the gentleman him- 
self has never in any way obtruded his religious 
views. Mr. Ryland is a lawyer of considerable 
repute, and well qualified to sustain the honor- 
able place he seeks. — 

Mark McDonald is pretty generally regarded 
as the candidate who is to make a muneyed 
fight. It is usually conceded that there must 
be one of this kind. When aman makes his 
fortune in stocks in this country, not a bonanza 
fortunc, but a few tidy millions, it is his usual 
ambition cither to build a hotel, run a theatre, 
o: become a United States Senator. We have 
already too many hotels, and McVonald’s broth- 
errunsa theatre. There was nothing left for 
Mark to do but become a Senator. 

Although one of the best known men in San 
Francisco, his reputation does not extend far 
East of the Sierra Nevadas. 

He is distinguished in two ways: 

He is the tallest man in the San Francisco 
Stock Exchange, and he is the biggest bear in 
the market. 

Neither of these two circumstances will elect 
him. He is an ardent Democrat, but has never 
served in an official capacity, although always 
“—<* lively intcrest in bis party. 

He is shrewd and energetic, and, although his 
qualities for statesmansbip are yet unknown, 
being yet untried, heis the sort of man who 
will neyer rest unknown or unheard, but will 
make some kind of mark, good or bad. 
®° Although these three candidates lead the 
race, noone will be astonished to see one of 
the compromise men come to the fore. The 
most prominent of these are Duke Gwin, who 
has had nothime to do for some years save eat 
strawberries and read novels, said to be his 
favorite rejaxations,—and Judge Hager, de- 
scribed by a clewer reporter as *‘ eve: ything that 
a lifberal definition of the word respectability 
conveys.” Perhaps the language does not 
afford fainter praise than calling a man a 
“respectable person.”’ 

There are several gentlemen of lesser note 
whowaintly aspire to election. Whatever the 
merits or demerits of any or all, it can at least 
be said of all of them that they are unimpeach- 
abiy honest. Strange, but true. 

A BONANZA PARTY.

Her husband gives 
her a magnificent hotel, sumptuously furnished, 
and an unlimited bank account. The little 
woman must be happy. 

She has created a sensation in Paris, gay 
Paris, where sensations should be as frequent as 
sunrise. She bas played hostess to the Ameri- 
can hero, and sat cheek by jowl with the biuest 
blood in France. 

And yet those wlio know her will say that her 
happiest moment came the day aiter the sele, 
when, sitting sipping her chocolate by her bou- 
doir fire, she reflected that her old cronies of 
Virginia City and San Francisco were at that 
moment reading of her social glories and tri- 
umphs in the telgraphic columns of the morn- 
ing papers. 

So they were, and envying her frightfully, as 
they do every week when they read the accounts 
of her toilets at the races and in the Bois de 
Boulogne. Any one can see that they envy her, 
because they question her good taste in doing 
these things. 

“A THE WORKINGMEN.

iness. A fair start counts for much usually. 
A similar experience befell Helena Moodjeska, 
Countess of Bozenta, who played a brief, en- 
gagement at the California a few months since. 

The lady is a Pole, and an actress of much re- 
pute in Warsaw, but had never been heard of in 
the Golden State until afew modest announce- 
ments put forth the fact that a foreiga lady, 
who had been studying English for some 
months, was anxious to test her progress during 
a disengaged week at the California Theatre. 

She appeared first as Adrienne Lecouvreur, in 
the play of that name, whicil is ann 
strange to American theatre-goers. The audi- 
ence was small, the interest slack. But, al- 
though she is not a beautiful woman, her first 
appearance immediately prepossessed every. one 
in her tavor. As the play progressed, the audi- 
ence found itseli roused and startled. The 
critics, who had been sauntering listiessly and 
chatting idly in the corridor, stared at cach 
other incredulously, and gave themselves up to 
strong interest. while the Poles in the audience 
stood up and roared * brava ’’ most lustily. 

The next night the house was full. 

When Modjeska closed her engagement there 
was standing room only. 

She is destined to become an extraordinary 
favorite in America. Sheisan actress of the 
Ciara Morris school, but more tragic than that 
lady, and possessed of just the refinement and 
culture which is lacking in that wofiderful 
genius, whose masterpieces are hampered by 
what seems an ineffaceable crudity.
